Swig  congratulating  the  Art  Commission  on  the  opening  of  the  new 
Gallery. 

President  Simon  reported  that  she  had  requested  a  meeting  with 
the  Mayor  in  order  to  hear  his  input  before  proceeding  with  the 
search  process. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  the  success  of  the  gallery  opening 
nights.  He  emphasized  the  large  turnout  from  city  government  for 
the  gala  and  the  lobby  performance  by  Pamela  Z  for  the  public 
opening.  He  thanked  the  Commissioners  and  staff  members  Rupert 
Jenkins  and  Cheryl  Coon  for  their  contributions. 
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Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  a  productive  meeting  with  Supervisor  Kaufman 
on  amending  the  public  art  ordinance.   The  City  Attorney  is  currently 
drafting  the  revised  ordinance. 

Debra  Lehane  will  work  with  interior  decorator  Stanlee  Gatti  on 
selection  of  art  for  the  Mayor's  Office.  Rupert  Jenkins  will  select 
historic  photos  for  the  third-floor  corridor.  He  also  plans  to  create 
exhibitions  on  the  fourth-floor  corridor  highlighting  the  work  of 
youth  and  emerging  artists. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  pending  legislation  regarding  murals  on 
landmark  buildings  and  buildings  in  historic  districts.  Murals  for 
such  sites  would  go  before  the  Landmarks  Board  for  approval  of  size, 
placement  and  impact  on  architectural  features.   The  Art  Commission 
has  taken  the  position  that  these  issues  cannot  be  considered 
separately  from  artistic  content.  Currently,  murals  for  public 
buildings  come-  before  the  Art  Commission  for  approval,  but  for  private 
buildings  the  Commission's  role  is  advisory  only.   Mr.  Newirth  has 
consulted  with  the  City  Attorney  on  possible  modification  of  the 
legislation.  One  recommendation  is  that  four  Art  Commissioners--two 
visual  artists  and  two  architects--would  attend  hearings  on  these 
items  as  voting  members.  The  intent  is  to  ensure  that  some 
architectural  review  occurs  and  that  the  muralists  are  represented. 
The  Commissioners  discussed  the  importance  of  maintaining  Art 
Commission  influence  in  the  public  realm  and  having  an  equal  number  of 
Art  Commissioners  and  Landmarks  Board  members  to  consider  these 
issues.  It  was  emphasized  that  the  function  of  the  Landmarks  Board  is 
to  preserve  architectural  heritage,  and  the  Art  Commission  is  the  only 
possible  advocate  for  the  artists. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  a  suit  pending  against  Dow  Corning  for  the 
failure  of  the  sealant  used  for  the  glass  block  of  the  Promenade 
Ribbon.   A  formal  resolution  will  be  presented  at  the  next  Commission 
meeting . 

Supplemental  appropriations  for  the  cultural  center  repairs  will  go 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  budget  committee  this  week.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco 


President  Simon  introduced  and  welcomed  new  Commissioner  Stanlee 
Gatti.  Commissioner  Gatti  spoke  of  the  importance  of  integrating 
art  into  the  culture  in  a  variety  of  ways.  He  expressed  his  wish 
to  served  the  Commission  well. 

President  Simon  introduced  City  Attorneys  Miriam  Stombler  and 
David  Benjamin,  who  distributed  conflict  of  interest  forms. 
Annual  statements  must  be  returned  to  the  Ethics  Commission  by 
April  1,  or  30  days  after  appointment,  whichever  is  earlier. 
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Commissioner  Simon  reported  on  the  success  of  the  recent  WritersCorps 
poetry  reading  that  she  and  Commissioner  Kirk  had  attended. 

IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Newirth  gave  the  Commissioners  background  information  on  Consent 
Calendar  item  7  regarding  the  review  of  murals  for  landmark  buildings 
or  buildings  in  historic  districts.  A  new  policy  has  been  negotiated 
between  the  Art  Commission  and  the  Landmarks  Board  with  the  assistance 
of  the  City  Attorney's  office.  For  public  buildings,  the  Landmarks 
Board  would  review  a  proposed  mural  in  an  advisory  capacity  before  it 
went  before  the  Art  Commission,  but  the  Art  Commission  would  retain 
ultimate  approval  authority.  For  murals  on  private  buildings,  the  Art 
Commission  would  have  initial  advisory  review,  and  the  Landmarks  Board 
would  have  ultimate  approval  authority.   Then,  for  private  buildings, 
either  the  Art  Commission,  a  building  owner  or  an  artist  could  appeal 
a  decision  to  the  Planning  Commission  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
This  policy  gives  the  Art  Commission  greater  authority  than  in  the 
past  when,  for  private  buildings,  review  by  the  Commission  was  not 
mandatory.  The  Landmarks  Board,  the  Art  Commission  and  Supervisor 
Bierman  are  pleased  with  the  compromise  policy,  which  will  be 
introduced  as  an  ordinance.

The  budget  will  undergo  revisions  as  the  budget 
rifled  in  the  coming  months  by  the  new  administration, 
last  year  was  the  first  year  in  three  that  the  Art 
get  had  not  been  not  cut.  It  followed  two  successive 
resulting  in  over  a  30%  reduction  to  the  agency's 
udget .  Also,  for  the  first  time  the  agency  has  received 
unt  for  cultural  center  maintenance.  It  will  be 
ry  to  have  this  allocation  continue  each  year. 


He  described  a  current  effort  to  establish  a  percent-f or-art  program 
at  Hunter's  Point  Shipyard.   The  possibilities  are  exciting,  and 
agency  staff  members  are  working  with  others  to  incorporate  language 
into  the  reuse  plan. 

He  reported  on  Jill  Manton's  progress  in  securing  ISTEA  grants.  Her 
proposal  for  the  Mid-Embarcadero  Promenade  Ribbon  received  a  ranking 
of  4  statewide.  Her  proposal  for  the  Muni  Metro  Stations  project  also 
received  a  high  ranking.  The  fourth-ranked  Ribbon  project  will  almost 
certainly  receive  funding,  and  there  is  a  reasonable  possibility  of 
the  Muni  Metro  project  being  funded  as  well. 

Mr.  Newirth  described  the  current  gallery  exhibit  featuring  painter 
James  Gouldthorpe  and  photographer  Young  Kim.  He  also  reported  on  the 
past  Saturday's  successful  readings  by  WritersCorps  youth  at  the 
Gallery.  More  readings  are  planned  for  the  coming  months. 


Two  new  art  enrichment  projects  at  the  renovated  Taraval  Police 
Station  will  be  dedicated  at  a  public  ceremony  on  Tuesday,  March  12  at 
11  a.m.  Commissioner  Gatti  will  represent  the  Art  Commission  and 
introduce  artists  Arthur  Gonzalez  and  Scott  Donahue. 
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Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  a  recent  meeting  that  he  and  Nancy  Gonchar  had 
with  S.F.  Symphony  representatives  to  finalize  details  for  the  free 
concert  in  Stern  Grove  on  June  30.  The  concert  will  kick  off  the  1996 
series . 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  his  recent  testimony  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  Budget  Committee  regarding  the  Decaux  contract.  He 
explained  that  the  Art  Commission  had  two  roles:  civic  design  review 
and  a  public  art  project  for  kiosk  panels.  The  public  art  project  had 
been  scaled  back  dramatically  when  the  funding  had  been  reduced  to 
S3000.   The  current  project  for  kiosk  panels,  a  set  of  posters 
featuring  poems  by  WritersCorps  youth,  was  made  possible  in  part  by 
the  generosity  of  a  printer. 

He  reported  that  Jill  Manton  and  City  Attorney  Miriam  Stombler  have 
nearly  completed  revisions  to  the  Public  Art  Ordinance.  The  revised 
ordinance  will  be  introduced  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  soon. 

He  called  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  an  article  reporting  the 
most  recent  developments  in  regard  to  the   Piazzoni  murals  in  the  old 
Main  Library.  He  hopes  that  a  resolution  can  be  reached  through 
discussion  with  the  Asian  Art  Museum.

President  Gatti  said  he  was  looking  forward  to  working  with  the  other 
Commissioners  for  the  good  of  the  San  Francisco  art  community. 

He  asked  all  Commisioners  and  staff  members  to  introduce  themselves. 

He  announced  that,  at  the  Mayor's  direction,  the  search  for  the 
Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  had  been  terminated  and  that  Richard 
Newirth's  appointment  to  the  position  had  been  finalized.

V.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Newirth  welcomed  the  new  and  incumbent  Commissioners.   He  advised 
the  new  Commissioners  about  the  Conflict  of  Interest  forms,  included 
in  each  introductory  packet,  and  the  need  to  file  a  completed  form 
with  the  Ethics  Commission  within  3  0  days  of  appointment. 

He  also  advised  the  new  Commissioners  of  their  eligibility  to 
participate  in  the  City  health  plan.  Interested  Commissioners  must 
enroll  within  30  days  of  appointment.  In  addition  all  Commissioners 
are  eligible  to  enroll  or  change  health  plans  during  April,  which  is 
the  open  enrollment  period. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  of  a  resolution,  sponsored  by  Supervisor 
Ammiano,  to  hold  a  public  competition  to  select  an  artist  to  do  a 
fitting  memorial  for  the  late  Harvey  Milk  at  the  intersection  of 
Market  and  Castro.   Mr.  Newirth  and  Assistant  Director  Nancy  Gonchar 
have  met  with  Supervisor  Ammiano 's  aide  Mike  Housh  to  discuss 
possibilities.  In  addition  the  community  group  Castro  Area  Planning 
and  Action  Committee,  which  has  been  meeting  in  an  effort  to  devise  a 
plan  for  the  Market  and  Castro  area,  has  been  helpful  in  generating 
momentum  for  the  project.  The  Art  Commission  and  Supervisor  Ammiano's 
office  will  work  with  the  CAPA  group  to  hold  informational  meetings 
and  a  two-day  workshop  with  artist  involvement.  The  necessity  for 
involving  key  representatives  of  the  art  community  was  emphasized. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  President  Gatti  on  budget  for  the 
project,  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the  resolution  was  a  broad  one 
that  did  not  specify  where  the  funding  would  come  from.  The  Art 
Commission  is  working  with  the  CAPA  group  and  Supervisor  Ammiano's 
office  to  resolve  this  issue.  Possibilities  include  government 
sources,  private  sources,  and  a  business  improvement  district. 
Whether  the  project  would  be  eligible  for  percent-for-art  funding  is 
still  in  question. 

Commissioner  Lisac  raised  the  issue  of  strong  emotional  attachments  to 
Mr.  Milk's  memory.   He  suggested  that  it  be  emphasized  that  the 
project  was  currently  in  the  brainstorming  stage. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Art  Commission  would  hold  a  brainstorming 
session  with  artists  and  CAPA  in  order  to  select  artists  to 
participate  in  the  mid-May  two-day  workshop. 

Mr.  Newirth  referred  the  Commissioners  to  a  copy  of  a  resolution, 
introduced  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Supervisors  Leal  and  Alioto, 
to  endorse  an  application  to  the  NEA  for  a  Cultural  Tourism 
Initiative.  The  application  is  a  collaboration  between  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Commission,  the  corresponding  commissions  in  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Diego,  the  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureaus  of  all  three 
cities,  the  California  Arts  Council  and  the  State  Office  of  Tourism. 
The  objective  is  to  establish  a  statewide  tourism  plan  that  would 
promote  the  three  cities  as  cultural  destinations  that  would  draw  more 
tourists  for  longer  stays.   The  Los  Angeles  agency  is  the  lead  agency. 
Support  letters  are  currently  being  obtained. 
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Mr.  Newirth  informed  the  Commission  of  the  final  changes  in  the 
revised  art  enrichment  ordinance.  The  ordinance  will  be  going  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Supervisor  Kaufman  is  sponsoring  the 
legislation.   Commissioners  interested  in  learning  more  about  the 
ordinance  should  contact  Public  Art  Program  Director  Jill  Manton  at 
252-2585. 

Mr.  Newirth  commended  public  art  curator  Tonia  Macneil  on  the  new 
artworks  at  Taraval  Police  Station.   He  informed  the  Commissioners  of 
the  opening  of  the  New  Main  Library  on  April  18.  On  April  20,  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  will  also  hold  an  opening  event,  when  the 
artists  of  the  three  new  major  artworks  at  the  Library  will  be 
recognized.   The  largest  and  most  complex  of  these  is  a  functional 
conical  stairway  by  Alice  Aycock.   Mr.  Newirth  thanked  public  art 
curator  Susan  Pontious  for  her  work  on  the  Library  projects. 

Mr.  Newirth  summarized  the  new  policy  on  review  of  murals  for  landmark 
buildings  and  buildings  in  historic  districts.  The  policy  gives  the 
Landmarks  Board  advisory  review  of  proposed  murals  for  public 
buildings  and  final  review  authority  for  private  buildings.   The  Art 
Commission  will  have  final  review  authority  for  public  buildings  and 
advisory  review  for  private  buildings.  The  new  policy  gives  the  Art 
Commission  greater  purview  because  it  now  mandates  initial  Commission 
review  of  private  buildings.  ■ 

Mr.  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  progress  in  formulating  a 
relationship  with  Americorps  and  determining  the  best  way  to  apply  for 
future  funding  for  the  national  service  program  WritersCorps,  a  joint 
program  of  the  Art  Commission,  Americorps,  and  the  NEA.

With  their 
efforts  over  in  1834,  the  missionaries  left  behind  about 
56,000  converts--and  150,000  dead.   Half  of  the  original 
Native  American  population  had  perished  during  this  time 
from  diseases,  armed  attacks,  and  mistreatment.

a.    Report  from  Chair  of  Visual  Arts  Committee  regarding 
activities  of  the  Committee  and  the  Program. 

President  Gatti  initiated  consideration  of  the  Pioneer  Monument 
Plaque,  intended  for  installation  in  front  of  the  1894  statue  by  Frank 
Happersberger ,  depicting  a  missionary,  a  vaquero  and  a  Native 
American.   He  welcomed  and  introduced  Mayor  Willie  L.  Brown,  Jr. 

The  Mayor  thanked  the  Commissioners  for  accepting  the  responsibility 
of  providing  guidance  and  leadership  in  the  arts  for  San  Francisco. 
He  said  that  he  envisioned  the  Pioneer  Monument  as  the  center  of  a 
civic  center  complex  that  he  expected  to  be  the  most  interesting  in 
the  nation.  He  said  that  San  Francisco  had  always  been  a  site  of       , 
controversy  between  cultures.   He  said  that  the  monument  itself  was  an. 
artist's  interpretation  of  the  events  of  that  time,  that  the  plaque 
had  been  an  attempt  to  address  what  had  actually  happened,  and  that 
the  wording  had  raised  questions. 

In  summarizing  the  history  of  the  recruitment  of  Native  Americans  by   j 
the  Franciscans,  he  said  that  the  Franciscans  did  indeed  come  to 
convert,  that  an  initial  view  of  the  Native  Americans  as  subhuman  had  i 
been  acknowledged  and  rejected,  and  that  the  serious  damage  done  to 
that  culture  could  not  be  attributed  to  any  one  collection  of  people 
He  suggested  that  U.S.  government  conduct  had  done  more  harm  to  Native 
Americans  than  the  missionaries.  He  also  said  that  the  Native  Americar 
experience  between  1769  and  1834  could  not  be  corrected  by  a  single 
plaque . 
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He  said  that  the  Art  Commission  role  was  not  to  rewrite  history  but  to 
foster  communication,  understanding  and  mutual  appreciation  of  all 
cultures.  He  asked  the  Commissioners  to  create  an  environment  that 
would  allow  different  cultures  to  live,  flourish,  and  enjoy  a  high 
quality  of  life  unmatched  by  any  other  urban  center. 

The  Mayor  departed  at  3:35  p.m. 

In  public  testimony,  Luis  S.  Ponce  de  Leon  said  that  the  plaque  was 
historically  inaccurate  in  its  implication  that  only  Spaniards  and 
Franciscans  had  inflicted  harm  on  the  Native  Americans.   He  said  that 
much  of  the  tribe  destruction  had  taken  place  after  1845,  after  the 
departure  of  the  Franciscan  missionaries,  and  that  all  people  of 
European  descent  were  to  blame.   Bobby  Castillo,  American  Indian 
Movement,  said  the  statue  itself  should  be  removed.  If  it  was  not,  the 
wording  should  remain  though  it  was  a  whitewash  of  the  truth.  George 
Wesalek,  Archdiocese  of  San  Francisco,  urged  compromise  and  said  the 
wording  should  reflect  the  complicated  variety  of  issues.  He  suggested 
the  insertion,  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  sentence,  of  the  words  "As 
a  result  of  European  colonization, ..."   He  emphasized  the  necessity 
of  not  focusing  blame  on  the  Franciscans  and  cited  the  good  the 
Fathers  had  consistently  done  for  the  city.   Jeffrey  Burns, 
Archdiocese  archivist,  said  that  the  Fathers  had  tried  to  protect  the 
Indians  from  the  military  and  other  groups.  Dr.  Albert  Shumate, 
president  emeritus  of  the  California  Historical  Society,  said  that  not 
all  Native  American  deaths  had  occurred  in  the  missions.  He  said  that 
many  had  fled  to  the  interior  valleys,  and  he  cited  a  historical 
report   of  a  Sacramento  Valley  epidemic  between  1830-34  that  had 
killed  75%  of  that  population.  George  Brady,  Society  of  California 
Pioneers,  emphasized  that  the  Franciscan  settlement  had  been  confined 
to  the  coastal  strip,  rather  than  the  valleys.  He  said  that  the 
Spanish  regime  had  been  the  most  benign,  protecting  the  Indians  and 
establishing  hospitals  and  schools.  Kevin  Starr,  a  California 
historian  affiliated  with  the  State  Library,  said  that  the  real 
problem  was  the  statue  itself,  depicting  a  patronizing  attitude  toward 
the  Native  Americans.  He  said  that  it  was  impossible  to  rewrite  the 
statue  to  make  it  less  insulting.  He  cited  the  impact  of  disease, 
violence  and  cultural  trauma  on  the  Native  Americans  and  reiterated 
the  fact  that  the  Franciscans  had  no  responsibility  for  the  disease 
that  had  inflicted  most  of  the  damage.  Wayne  Hughan,  Catholics  for 
Truth  and  Justice,  also  cited  the  impact  of  disease  in  the  valleys. 
Kelly  Cullen,  Franciscan,  said  he  would  like  to  see  the  statue 
removed.  He  asked  for  plaque  wording  that  would  honor  both  cultures. 

After  closing  of  public  testimony,  President  Gatti  suggested  the 
possibility,  if  no  consensus  could  be  reached,  of  the  formulation  of 
an  arbitrative  committee  consisting  of  Bobby  Castillo,  American  Indian 
Movement,  and  George  Kesalek  of  the  Archdiocese  of  San  Francisco.  He 
said  that  the  issue  was  restricted  to  the  plaque  and  did  not  extend  to 
removal  of  the  monument. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  Archbishop's  proposal  for  new  wording 
and  alternate  phrasing.   The  final  consensus  was  to  amend  the  motion 
by  inserting  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  sentence  the  words  "As  a 
result  of  colonial  occupation.  .  ." 
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The  Commissioners  discussed  the  fact  that  the  statue  is  an  1894  work 
reflective  of  that  time  rather  than  today.  They  discussed  the 
importance  of  exploring  proposals  to  reflect  today's  cultural 
diversity.  They  expressed  their  interest  in  the  possibility  of  an  art 
piece  expressing  the  contemporary  Native  American  view.

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  the  success  of  a  new  short  video  for  the  Adopt 
a  Monument  campaign.   The  Commission  previously  approved  a  $600 
expenditure  for  production  of  the  video. 

He  thanked  Ann  Wettrich  for  her  work  on  the  successful  California 
State  Summer  School  for  the  Arts  ceremony. 

He  congratulated  Rupert  Jenkins  on  a  $4500  grant  awarded  to  the 
Gallery  by  the  LEF  Foundation  for  an  upcoming  fall  exhibition  titled 
"Unveiled  Memories." 

He  reported  that  the  Mayor's  Office  had  recommended  a  status  quo 
budget  for  the  Art  Commission  for  the  coming  year. 

Mr.  Newirth  has  been  asked  to  serve  as  cochair  for  the  Bay  Area  Region 
of  the  California  Assembly  of  Local  Arts  Agencies.  He  described  plans 
to  host  the  Governors'  Conference  on  the  Arts  in  San  Francisco  next 
year.

Presentation  on  Annual  Music  Day 


Dr.  Ulrich  Sacher,  Goethe  Institut,  described  the  work  of  the  Goethe 
Institut  and  the  Alliance  Francaise  during  the  past  years  to  produce 
the  annual  festival,  a  free  noncommercial  event  celebrated  in  80 
nations.  San  Francisco  is  the  only  city  in  the  United  States  to 
participate. 

President  Gatti  raised  the  possibility  of  the  Art  Commission  assuming 
responsibility  for  the  festival  since  the  current  sponsors  are  leaving 
San  Francisco  after  this  year.  He  said  the  event  was  unique  for  its 
inclusion  of  all  the  performing  arts  and  he  emphasized  its  potential 
for  drawing  visitors. 

Dr.  Sacher  said  that  a  structure  for  producing  the  event  and  raising 
the  necessary  $50,000  had  already  been  established.  He  suggested  that 
the  Art  Commission  could  serve  as  an  umbrella  organization.  He  said 
that  he  would  submit  a  proposal .

Commissioner  Rascon  said  that  three  Native  American  community  members 
had  also  given  presentations  at  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting,  and 
the  Committee  had  decided  that  an  ad  hoc  community  committee  should  be 
formed  to  investigate  the  creation  of  a  Native  American  public  art 
work  involving  participation  by  that  community. 

Commissioner  Lisac  announced  that  he  knew  of  approximately  12  people 
who  had  expressed  an  interest  in  serving  on  such  a  committee.   He 
invited  the  Commissioners  to  submit  names  of  other  people  who  might  be 
interested  in  participating.

At  President  Gatti 's  request,  Commissioner  Rascon  summarized  the 
process  for  awarding  Cultural  Equity  grants.  He  said  that  decisions 
are  made  by  peer  panelists,  who  themselves  are  chosen  from  a  pool  of 
proactive  members  of  the  community.  Applications  are  screened  by  staff 
for  completeness  and  appropriateness  to  the  category.   Panelists 
adhere  to  specific  criteria  in  their  evaluations,  and  applicants  are 
given  a  numerical  rating.  Panel  recommendations  then  go  the  Executive 
Committee  for  review  and  approval . 

President  Gatti  emphasized  the  fairness  of  the  process. 

Mr.  Newirth  described  the  broad  representation  on  any  given  panel  by 
discipline,  ethnicity,  gender  and  sexual  orientation.  Also  included 
are  people  who  have  broad  views  of  the  organizations  being  reviewed. 
He  said  the  question  had  been  raised  about  the  potential  impact  when 
one  or  two  people  drop  out  of  a  panel.   He  said  he  believed  that  the 
process  had  remained  fair  when  such  drop-outs  had  occurred,  but  that 
further  discussion  on  the  best  way  to  deal  with  such  an  eventuality 
would  be  held.  He  invited  all  Commissioners  to  submit  their  input. 
Panel  meetings  for  the  Individual  Artists  category--the  final  one  for 
this  cycle--will  be  held  in  July.  Mr  Newirth  encouraged  the 
Commissioners  to  attend  them.  He  urged  the  Commissioners  to  submit 
their  recommendations  for  the  panel  pool. 

Commissioner  Lisac  said  that  the  Art  Commission  was  the  only  San 
Francisco  municipal  arts  organization  to  use  peer-based  panels  to  make 
awards .

President  Gatti  asked  the  Commissioners  for  their  ideas  on 
projects  that  would  improve  the  art  and  cultural  atmosphere  of 
San  Francisco.   Ideas  submitted  included  a  25th  anniversary 
celebration  of  the  Street  Artists  Program,  overseen  by  a 
subcommittee  chaired  by  Commissioner  Turney;  a  symphony  orchestra 
education  program  in  the  schools;  an  information  clearing  house 
for  new  and  emerging  artists;  an  art  and  architecture  education 
program;  the  development  of  walking  tours  of  civic  art  and 
architecture;  visual  and  graphic  art  festivals;  a  traveling  stage 
for  the  presentation  of  performing  art  events  in  the 
neighborhoods . 

President  Gatti  asked  everyone  to  submit  their  ideas  on  paper. 
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IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  reviewed  the  highlights 
for  the  past  month.  They  included  the  launching  of  Susan 
Schwartzenberg * s  book  "Cento:  A  Market  Street  Journal,"  commissioned 
for  the  Market  Street  Art  in  Transit  Program,  the  launching  of  the 
WritersCorps  anthology  "Word  from  the  (415),"  the  WritersCorps 
graduation  ceremony  and  fundraising  luncheon,  the  all-day  music  event 
"Making  Waves,"  and  the  Art  Commission-sponsored  symphony  concert  at 
Stern  Grove. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  status  of  the  old  Gallery  building 
at  155  Grove  and  the  City  Site  lot  at  165  Grove.  He  announced  the 
possibility  that  the  Real  Estate  Department  may  find  the  two  lots  too 
small  for  the  services  originally  considered  for  the  combined  site. 
Consequently,  Real  Estate  may  look  for  a  larger  location. 


He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  Muni  Key  Stops  project.  Originally 
some  community  members  had  objected  to  the  art  work  proposed  for  the 
24th  and  30th  Street  stops.  However,  numerous  letters  in  support  of 
the  project  subsequently  came  in  to  the  Art  Commission  and  Muni.  As  a 
result,  Muni  decided  to  install  the  art  works  at  those  stops. 
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A  video  for  the  adopt  a  monument  campaign  was  shown. 

He  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  passed  the  revised 
public  art  ordinance,  now  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  country.  He 
commended  Jill  Manton  for  her  years  of  diligence  and  hard  work.

CALIFORNIA  NATIVE  AMERICANS 

The  Pioneer  Monument,  created  in  1894,  represents  a  conventional 

attitude  of  the  19th  Century.   It  commemorates  the  settlement  of 

California  by  "western  civilization".   This  plaque,  added  in 

1996,  seeks  to  acknowledge  the  effect  of  this  settlement  on  the 

California  Native  Americans.  The  three-  figures  of  "Early  Days",  a 

Native  American,  a  missionary,  and  a  vaquero,  represent  the  three 

cultures  of  early  California.   At  least  300,000  Native  people  — 

and  perhaps  far  more —  lived  in  California  at  the  time  of  first 

European  settlement  in  1769.   During  contact  with  colonizers  from 

Europe  and  the  United  States,  the  Native  population  of  California 

was  devastated  by  disease,  malnutrition  and  armed  attacks.   The 

most  dramatic  decline  of  the  Native  population  occurred  in  the 

years  following  the  discovery  of  gold  in  1848.   By  1900, 

according  to  the  US  census,  California's  Native  American 

population  had  been  reduced  to  15,377.   In  the  twentieth  century, 

California's  Indian  population  steadily  rebounded,  reaching 

236,078  in  1990.  ii[

CALIFORNIA  NATIVE  AMERICANS 


The  Pioneer  Monument,  created  in  1894,  represents  a  conventional 
attitude  of  the  19th  Century.

Commissioner  Meyer,  reporting  in  Commissioner  Rogers' 
absence,  asked  Director  Newirth  to  introduce  the  next  items. 
Mr.  Newirth  reviewed  the  background  on  the  issue  of  the 
temporary  removal  of  the  granite  benches  as  part  of  the  mid- 
Market  revitalization  plan.  He  explained  that  the  measure 
had  originally  been  endorsed  and  was  before  the  Commission 
again  because  the  number  of  benches  specified  had  been 
incorrect. 

Commissioner  Martinez  voiced  her  objection  to  removal  of 
facilities  used  by  the  homeless. 

Commissioner  Rascon  said  that  the  Commission  was  asked  to 
pursue  the  measure  in  order  to  facilitate  the  revitalization 
of  the  area,  that  the  bench  removal  was  only  temporary,  and 
that  the  homeless  were  not  being  targeted. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  said  that  the  homeless  issue  was  a 
complex  one  that  would  not  be  solved  by  retaining  the 
benches . 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  voiced  his  concern  that  the 
benches  would  not  be  returned.  He  suggested  that  the 
question  of  removing  street  furniture  was  actually  a  social 
issue. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  potential  problems  inherent 
in  the  addressing  of  social  issues  by  the  Art  Commission. 
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In  public  testimony,  Lynn  Valente,  Market  Street 
Association,  said  that  the  request  for  temporary  removal  was 
the  outcome  of  a  series  of  meetings  with  Market  Street 
merchants,  property  owners,  planners  and  police.   She  said 
that  the  benches  were  no  longer  used  by  tourists, 
pedestrians  or  the  homeless  because  they  had  become  sites 
for  drug  dealing  and  crime,  activities  that  were  also 
impinging  on  businesses.  She  reiterated  the  Association's 
support  for  the  return  of  the  benches  once  the  area  had 
undergone  improvement  as  a  consequence  of  the  revitalization 
plans.  She  also  said  that  the  Mayor  had  written  a  letter  in 
support  of  the  temporary  removal. 

Commissioner  Martinez  said  that  she  did  not  see  how  the  Art 
Commission  could  address  issues  of  criminal  activity. 

Commissioners  Mirikitani  and  Turney  suggested  that  drug 
dealing  and  crime  would  take  place  in  the  area  whether  the 
benches  were  there  or  not.   Both  of  them  expressed  their 
concern  about  the  Art  Commission  taking  a  position  on  issues 
unrelated  to  the  arts. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Rascon,  Mr.

He  said  that  CAAAC  would  present  conceptual 
drawings  for  the  renovation  of  that  center  at  a  forthcoming 
meeting. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  the  recent  and  inspiring  annual  meeting 
of  the  CAAAC  board  and  the  collaborative  spirit  of  everyone 
involved. 
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VII.  OLD  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Gotico  reported  on  a  recent  visit  to  the  South  of  Narket 
Cultural  Center.  He  said  he  was  impressed  with  its  excellent  program. 

Commissioner  Rascon  announced  the  upcoming  procedural  review  of  the 
cultural  equity  grants  program.  A  number  of  public  meetings  will  be 
held  throughout  the  coming  months,  concluding  in  May  or  June. 

Commissioner  Martinez  said  that  the  program  needed  to  be  examined  in 
view  of  the  original  objective.  She  suggested  a  request  for  a  funding 
increase  in  view  of  the  recent  growth  in  hotel  tax  revenues. 

Mr.  Newirth  pointed  out  a  new  section  in  the  revised  charter  dealing 
with  appropriations  for  the  cultural  centers.  Item  8,  Sec.  16-106, 
"Cultural,  Educational,  and  Recreational  Appropriations,  provides  that 
resources  be  appropriated  to  the  Art  Commission  for  cultural  center 
maintenance  and  operations.   He  commended  Commissioner  Martinez  for 
her  work  with  the  late  T.  J.  Anthony  in  incorporating  the  language 
into  the  charter.  He  said  that  the  provision  would  carry  weight  with 
the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee. 

Commissioner  Martinez  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  provision  for 
facility  operations  and  security. 

Mr.  Newirth  commented  on  the  present  sense  of  cooperation  between  the 
Art  Commission,  the  cultural  center's  staffs  and  the  community. 

VIII. NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  reported  on  a  neighborhood  initiative  to 
upgrade  Pioneer  Park  at  the  base  of  Coit  Tower.  Plans  for  the  project 
include  handicapped  access  to  Coit  Tower  and  a  system  of  walkways, 
performance  spaces  and  new  spaces  for  art,  all  extending  from  the  park 
to  the  waterfront.

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IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  distributed  a 
questionnaire  to  the  Commissioners.  The  survey  is  being  conducted 
by  CALAA,  the  statewide  assembly  of  local  arts  agencies.  He  asked 
the  Commissioners  to  return  the  completed  questionnaires  to 
Michele  Liapes  by  October  25.   Mr.  Newirth,  who  is  a  CALAA  co- 
chair  for  the  San  Francisco  and  South  Bay  areas,  said  that  the 
association  is  surveying  member  agencies  and  constituent  arts 
organizations. 

Mr.  Newirth  showed  a  Bay  TV  clip  on  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
monuments  and  the  Adopt  A  Monument  program.  Both  he  and 
Collections  Manager  Debra  Lehane  were  interviewed  in  the  positive 
piece.

1 .    Civic  Design  Committee  -  Emery  Rogers «  Chair 

a.    Report  from  Chair  of  Civic  Design  Committee  regarding  activities 
of  the  Committee  and  the  Program. 

Commissioner  Rogers  introduced  the  topic  of  the  Civic  Design 
committee  role  in  reference  to  the  Market  Street  benches.  He  said 
that  the  Committee  had  been  at  the  forefront  of  design  approval 
in  the  comprehensive  plan  for  Market  Street.  He  explained  that 
the  Commission  had  previously  approved  the  temporary  5-year 
removal,  but  that  the  bench  number  had  been  incorrect.  He 
acknowledged  that  many  Commission  members,  including  him,  had 
reservations  about  removing  the  street  furniture,  but  that  the 
Planning  Commission  had  made  the  request  in  order  to  facilitate 
its  upgrade  of  the  three-block  stretch  of  Market  Street.  He 
reiterated  that  the  measure  had  the  strong  support  of  all 
merchants  along  the  three-block  strip,  the  police,  and  the  Mayor. 
He  asked  the  Commissioners  for  their  support  of  the  measure. 

Commissioner  Lisac  made  an  alternate  proposal  to  remove  only  one 
or  two  benches  that  appeared  to  be  centers  of  criminal  activity. 
He  also  suggested  that  cafes  with  outdoor  seating  would  inhibit 
drug  dealing  or  crime. 


J 
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Commissioner  Rogers  said  that  a  key  objective  of  the  temporary 
bench  removal  and  the  upgrade  was  to  encourage  the  development  of 
cafes,  galleries  and  community  services  along  the  Market  Street 
strip. 

President  Gatti  said  that  the  Art  Commission  should  not  argue 
with  the  area's  merchants  who  had  unanimously  requested  removal 
of  the  benches  on  the  grounds  that  their  presence  was  detrimental 
to  businesses  and  the  neighborhood  generally.  He  said  that  the 
issue  was  larger  than  the  question  of  facilities  for  the 
homeless.  On  the  topic  of  Art  Commission  purview,  he  explained 
that  the  Commission,  as  the  agency  that  had  installed  the  benches 
originally,  was  now  being  asked  to  approve  their  temporary 
removal  because  of  a  prior  written  agreement  that  the  structures 
could  not  be  removed  with  out  Art  Commission  consent.  He 
emphasized  that  issues  of  installing  and  removing  street 
furniture,  such  as  benches  and  light  posts,  were  under  Commission 
jurisdiction.  He  also  said  that  extensive  public  testimony  on  the 
bench  issue  by  planning  department  representatives,  merchants, 
and  the  police  had  been  considered  at  length  by  the  Civic  Design 
committee. 

Commissioner  Martinez  said  that  she  would  like  to  see  the 
proposal  of  a  creative  alternative.  She  also  asked  for 
clarification  on  the  reason  for  considering  the  item  again  since 
the  Commission  had  declined  to  take  action  at  the  previous 
meeting.   Mr.  Newirth  explained  that,  in  that  circumstance,  any 
Commissioner  could  request  to  have  the  item  reintroduced. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  said  one  of  her  prior  concerns  had  been 
that  the  Art  Commission  was  being  asked  to  make  a  judgment  on 
issues  of  the  homeless  and  criminal  justice.  She  said  she  now 
recognized  that  the  Commission  was  involved  in  this  issue  because 
of  its  original  role  in  the  installation  of  the  benches. 
She  expressed  her  support  for  the  temporary  removal  on  the     •  - 
grounds  that  people  who  are  affected  by  the  economy  of  the  area 
should  be  supported. 

Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the  stipulation  for  Art  Commission 
approval  of  any  removal  had  been  written  in  so  that  another 
entity  could  not  remove  the  benches. 

Collections  Manager  Debra  Lehane  explained  that  the  benches  had 
been  part  of  a  1970s  plan,  and  that  the  situation  in  the  area  had 
changed  since. 


President  Gatti  said  that  the  Commission  must  bear  responsibility 
for  its  projects  and  respond  to  changing  needs.  He  suggested 
again  that  it  was  incumbent  on  the  Commission  to  remove  the 
benches  in  the  interests  of  neighborhood  and  merchant  safety. 
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Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  said  that  the  Commission  had  heard 
only  from  commercial  interests  and  not  from  nearby  residents  who 
used  Market  Street  as  open  space.  He  also  said  that  it  would  be 
expensive  to  remove  the  benches,  fill  the  holes  and  install  them 
again.  He  suggested  that  the  Commission  might  come  up  with  a 
modification  to  the  proposed  removal  that  would  deter  drug  and 
criminal  activity.  He  also  said  that  the  Planning  Department  had 
the  staff  resources  to  conduct  a  survey  of  the  area's  residents. 

Commissioner  Lisac  raised  the  issue  of  a  previous  Commission 
decision  to  retain  the  Pioneer  Monument. 

President  Gatti  explained  that  a  modification  to  the  Pioneer 
Monument  had  been  made,  and  that  the  majority  of  the  people  had 
preferred  a  modification  to  removal. 

Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the  process  for  deaccessioning  civic 
art  was  an  elaborate  one. 

President  Gatti  reiterated  the  importance  of  the  area's  safety. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  more  public  testimony  would  be  presented  on 
the  issue  at  the  next  Commission  meeting. 

A  vote  was  not  taken  on  the  following  item,  Vl-l-b,  because 
Commissioner  Meyer  was  obliged  to  abstain  and  there  was  not  a 
quorum. 

A  member  of  the  audience  expressed  concern  at  the  delay  of  the 
vote.  It  was  explained  that  the  measure  would  come  before  the 
Commission  at  the  next  meeting,  and  that  a  voting  quorum  was 
expected.

President  Gatti  welcomed  new  Commissioner  Dede  Wilsey,  who  will 
serve  on  the  Street  Artists  and  Visual  Arts  Committees.  He 
announced  that  Commissioner  Martinez  has  been  reassigned  from  the 
Street  Artists  Committee  to  the  Performing  Arts  Committee. 

He  emphasized  the  importance  of  Commissioner  attendance  at 
committee  meetings  in  order  that  quorums  would  be  in  effect  to 
make  decisions  that  could  be  acted  on  at  the  Full  Commission 
meetings . 

IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  also  welcomed 
Commissioner  Wilsey. 


He  introduced  Eleanor  Beaton  who  announced  a  November  Saturday 
afternoon  series  of  sidewalk  performances,  "Talking  Drum,"  by 
electronic  musician  and  composer  Chris  Brown  and  a  group  of 
multicultural  teenaged  poets  from  the  South  of  Market  Cultural 
Center  and  the  Vietnamese  Youth  Development  Center. 
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Mr.  Newirth  announced  Ms.  Beaton's  resignation,  effective  November  22. 
He  commended  her  for  all  of  her  excellent  work  on  the  Market  Street 
Art  in  Transit  program. 

He  announced  the  November  15  gallery  opening  for  the  group  show  "Media 
Rajas"  in  the  gallery  and  the  outdoor  installation  "You  are  Here"  by 
Sue  Mark  at  Exploration  City  Site,  165  Grove  St. 

He  informed  the  Commissioners  of  a  Sunday  Chronicle  article  by  Carl 
Nolte  on  Cento  and  the  book's  author  Susan  Schwartzenberg .   He  also 
called  their  attention  to  two  articles  about  the  artwork  in  the  new 
Main  Library,  one  in  Sculpture  Magazine  and  the  other  in  Art  in 
America.  He  emphasized  the  impressive  photo  coverage  in  the  Art  in 
America  piece. 

He  introduced  Public  Art  Program  Director  Jill  Manton,  who  reported  on 
funding  cuts  for  the  Mid  Embarcadero  Urban  Design  Plan.  Ms.  Manton 
said  that,  as  a  consequence  of  the  cuts,  the  available  funding  would 
not  cover  the  cost  of  the  granite  bands  planned  for  the  plaza,  and 
that  concrete  might  have  to  be  used  instead.   She  said  that  staff 
colleagues  from  other  agencies  have  expressed  their  hopes  that  the  Art 
Commission  will  advocate  for  the  use  of  high  quality  material  instead 
of  concrete. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  this  was  an  example  of  how  an  approved  design 
concept,  as  presented  in  initial  proposals,  can  change  because  of 
funding  cuts. 

President  Gatti  said  that,  when  the  funding  runs  out,  the  aesthetic 
portion  of  a  project  is  trimmed  first.  He  reported  that  both  the  Art 
Commission  and  the  Planning  Commission  had  approved  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  Urban  Design  Concept  but  that  both  Commissions  had  asked 
the  design  team  to  reconsider  the  roadway  plan. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Martinez,  it  was  explained 
that  funding  for  the  Mid-Embarcadero  urban  design  project  came  from  a 
variety  of  sources,  including  sales  tax  and  the  federal  emergency 

relief  funds.

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  fact  that  several  other  visual  art         ' 
projects  were  also  in  jeopardy  because  of  funding  cuts.  They  expressed 
particular  concern  about  the  impact  on  cuts  to  internationally 
distinguished  artist  Keith  Sonnier's  lighting  piece  for  the  San  i 

Francisco  International  Airport  arrivals  area.  The  proposed  cuts, 
which  are  the  recommendations  of  an  airport  advisory  committee, 
eliminate  the  architecture  that  is  required  for  the  piece.  The 
Commissioners  discussed  the  impact  that  the  proposed  change  to  vinyl 
walls  and  carpeting  for  the  floors  would  have  on  the  project. 

Jill  Manton  explained  that  the  Sonnier  work  would  need  the  right  wall 
for  reflection,  and  that  it  would  not  be  viable  in  the  altered 
architectural  surroundings. 
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Commissioner  Rascon  said  that  this  development  meant  that  the  Art 
Commission  was  losing  money  that  had  already  been  invested  in  the 
work.  President  Gatti  discussed  the  need  to  alter  the  general 
perception  of  art  as  low  priority.  He  said  that  Commissioners 
needed  to  write  letters  to  Airport  Director  John  Martin  and  the 
Airport  Commissioners. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  possibilities  for  a  cost- 
effective  architectural  design  that  would  still  accommodate  the 
sculpture. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  a  conversation  with  S.F.  Symphony 
Director  Peter  Pastreich  on  Mr.  Pastreich's  forthcoming  proposal 
for  future  POPS  concerts,  to  be  renamed  Summer  in  the  City.   Mr. 
Pastreich  has  said  that  the  economics  do  not  work  for  a  move  back 
to  Civic  Auditorium.  He  has  also  said  that  several  potential 
conductors  have  refused  to  conduct  in  Civic  Auditorium,  in  spite 
of  the  acoustical  changes  made  by  the  San  Francisco  Opera.  Mr. 
Pastreich  has  ideas  for  innovative  programming  but  has  not  yet 
submitted  his  proposal  to  the  Art  Commission. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  the  Real  Estate  Department  had 
informed  him  of  the  revival  of  a  plan  to  demolish  the  old  Gallery 
Building  at  155  Grove  Street.  He  explained  that  the  installation 
of  trailers  for  temporary  clinical  services  has  been  proposed  for 
the  155  and  165  Grove  Street  lots  while  the  public  health 
building  at  101  Grove  is  being  retrofitted.  He  described  plans 
for  discussion  with  the  Mayor  and  Public  Health  Director  Sandra 
Hernandez . 

President  Gatti  said  that  it  was  important  to  determine  the  exact 
cost  of  retrofitting  the  155  Grove  Street  Building.  He  said  that, 
in  previous  discussions  about  the  issue,  it  has  been  said  that 
the  cost  would  be  exorbitant.  He  said  that,  because  of  the 
historic  quality  of  the  old  building,  he  did  not  want  to  see  it 
demolished.  He  also  discussed  the  potential  for  an  alternative 
15 , 000-square-f oot  site  in  the  new  City  Hall. 

Commissioner  Meyer  requested  that  the  item  be  put  on  the  agenda 
for  the  next  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting.

VI.  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

1 .  Nominating  Committee  -  Janice  Mirikitani,  Chair 

a.    Report  from  Chair  of  Nominating  Committee  and  presentation 

of  recommended  slate  of  candidates  to  serve  as  President  and 
Vice  President  for  1997. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  announced  the  Committee's  recommendations. 
They  were  Commissioner  Gatti  for  president  and  Commissioner  Rascon  for 
vice  president.  The  Commissioners  were  asked  if  there  were  other 
recommendations.  None  were  submitted.  The  vote  will  take  place  next 
month. 

2 .  Civic  Design  Committee  -  Emery  Rogers,  Chair 

a.    Report  from  Chair  of  Civic  Design  Committee  regarding 
activities  of  the  Committee  and  the  Program. 

Commissioner  Rogers  announced  that  the  issue  of  the  temporary  removal 
of  the  Market  Street  benches  would  be  considered.  In  a  review  of  the 
issue,  he  said  that  the  temporary  removal  has  been  requested  in  order 
to  facilitate  a  much  larger  plan,  an  upgrade  of  Market  Street  between 
5th  and  8th  streets.  The  request  has  been  made  by  the  Mayor,  the 
police,  the  merchants  of  the  area  and  the  Planning  Department. 

President  Gatti  said  that  adjustments  were  being  made  because  of 
current  social  and  environmental  conditions.   He  expressed  his  support 
for  the  temporary  removal . 

In  public  testimony,  Lynn  Valente ,  Market  Street  Association,  said • 
that  she  had  been  working  for  three  years  toward  the  implementation  of 
improvements  to  that  area  of  Market  Street.  She  said  the  purpose  of 
the  temporary  removal  was  to  discourage  criminal  activity  until  the 
improvements  had  been  made. 

Brian  Tench,  property  owner  and  treasurer  of  the  UN  Plaza  and  Mid- 
Market  Street  Association,  requested  the  removal  because  of  the 
problems  for  merchants. 

Sgt.  Vincent  Simpson,  SF  Police  Department,  cited  the  high  crime  rate 
on  those  blocks  and  said  that  Southern  Police  Station  supported  the 
removal.   He  said  that  the  presence  of  the  benches  contributed  to 
crime  and  a  decrease  in  the  quality  of  life.  He  said  the  occupation  of 
the  benches  by  aggressive  panhandlers  and  chronic  substance  abusers 
posed  a  threat  to  others. 
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Susana  Montana,  Planning  Department,  discussed  plans  for  the  renewal 
of  the  Civic  Center  area  and  the  Market  Street  stretch  between  5th  and 
8th  streets.  She  said  that  the  benches  were  currently  used  as  sites 
for  drug  dealing,  and  that  the  activity  frightened  residents,  workers, 
and  visitors.  She  described  plans  to  develop  a  critical  mass  for  the 
area.  This  would  draw  more  shoppers,  tourists  and  others  to  outnumber 
the  drug  dealers. 

G.  Paul  Boschetti,  hotel  owner,  described  the  hostility  on  the  part  of 
bench  occupants  to  patrons  of  his  hotel.  Steve  Raymond,  Renoir  Hotel, 
described  the  negative  impact  of  substance  abusers  and  drug  dealers  on 
his  business. 

Commissioner  Martinez  inquired  about  the  impact  on  merchants  at  either 
end  of  the  three-block  strip. 

Ms.  Montana  answered  that  she  did  not  foresee  a  bubble  effect.  She 
explained  that  a  critical  mass  was  already  in  effect  at  Hallidie  Plaza 
to  the  east  and  that  the  presence  of  tall  buildings  to  the  west  gave 
those  blocks  a  different  characteristic. 

Commissioner  Martinez  suggested  that  drug  activity  would  take  place 
without  the  benches. 


Ms.  Montana  replied  that  dealers  would  not  be  able  to  declare  a 
territory  as  they  now  do  with  the  benches.

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Martinez  about  the  cost  of 
removal,  Ms.  Montana  answered  that  the  merchants  would  pay  for  the 
removal  and  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency  would  put  them  back.   In 
answer  to  another  question  from  Commissioner  Martinez  about  the 
possibility  of  rails  for  the  benches,  Ms.  Montana  described  benches 
with  backs  that  were  considered  more  comfortable  for  human  seating. 
She  said  that  there  was  the  possibility  that  those  benches  would  be 
chosen  sometime  in  the  future,  and  that  they  would  be  installed 
between  treelines. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  said  that  he  had  received  calls  from 
people  urging  him  not  to  vote  for  a  measure  that  would  harden  the 
city.  He  argued  that  the  Commission  had  not  heard  from  those  against 
the  bench  removal.  He  suggested  experimentation  with  more  lively 
activity  on  the  sidewalks.  He  also  said  the  benches  would  be  expensive 
to  move.   He  expressed  his  belief  that  no  fewer  drug  deals  would  take 
place  as  a  result  of  the  bench  removal.  He  voiced  his  disappointment 
that  housing  advocates  and  residents  had  not  come  forth  to  testify.  He 
stated  that  he  was  obliged  on  principle  to  vote  against  the  motion  fo 
removal . 

President  Gatti  said  that  the  Commission  had  received  a  mandate  from  E 
large  group  of  people,  including  merchants,  the  police  and  the  Mayor. 

A  vote  was  taken  by  a  show  of  hands.  -»

He  asked  Mr.  Newirth  to  summarize  the  discussion  on  jurisdictional

Ir 
response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith,  Mr.  NewirtJ 
clarified  that  the  centers  would  undertake  the  day-to-day  site 
management  of  the  projects,  but  that  the  Art  Commission  would  contrac 
with  construction  contractors.

In  support  and  recognition  of  the  valuable  contributions  made  b;

an  agreement  with  each  of  the  cultural  centers  with  respect  to 
capital  improvements  projects.

The  four  city- 
owned  cultural  centers  are:  Bayview  Opera  House  Ruth  Williams 
Memorial  Theater,  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  aid 
Culture,  Mission  Cultural  Center  for  Latino  Arts,  and  South  of 
Market  Cultural  Center. 
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c.    Other  Discussion 

Commissioner  Kirk  asked  program  director  Liz  Lerma  for  an  update  on 
the  Muni  Powerhouse  at  the  corner  of  Turk  and  Fillmore,  which  is  owned 
by  the  Art  Commission.   Ms.  Lerma  explained  that  Redevelopment,  which 
plans  to  redevelop  the  area  as  a  jazz  preservation  district,  would 
like  the  building  to  fit  into  that  concept.  She  distributed 
information  on  the  major  proposals  that  have  been  submitted  for  the 
building.  She  said  that  the  most  detailed  and  developed  proposal  was 
for  a  San  Francisco  Jazz  and  Blues  Museum.  She  said  the  Commission 
should  make  a  decision  this  year. 

President  Gatti  said  that  the  topic  would  be  addressed  at  the 
Executive  Committee  meeting. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  expressed  his  concern  about  Art 
Commission  responsibility  for  seismic  upgrade.   Commissioner  Meyer 
asked  that  the  new  Commissioners  receive  copies  of  a  previous  study  on 
the  building. 

Commissioner  Martinez  asked  that  she  be  involved  in  any  deliberations 
about  the  building. 

Ms.  Lerma  said  that  she  would  arrange  a  tour  of  the  building  for  any 
Commissioners  that  wished  one. 

5 .  Street  Artists  Committee  -  Emery  Rogers,  Chair 

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Street  Artists  Program  Committee 
regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and  the  Program. 

Commissioner  Rogers  welcomed  Commissioner  Wilsey  to  the  Street  Artists 
Committee.   He  reported  that  the  process  for  obtaining  temporary 
spaces  for  the  Christmas  season  had  been  particularly  smooth  this 
year,  and  that  representatives  of  downtown  department  stores  had 
offered  to  work  with  the  Art  Commission  on  crowd  congestion  control. 
He  credited  program  director  Howard  Lazar  and  his  years  of  effective 
liaison  with  merchants  and  artists.

Commissioner  Kirk  and  Mr.  Newirth  elaborated  on  some  of  the  issues 
relating  to  the  next  POPS  concert  series.   The  Symphony  had  been 
considering  the  use  of  the  Opera's  Civic  Auditorium  acoustical 
improvements  for  the  POPS.  The  Symphony  expressed  concern  at  the 
negative  press  response  to  and  coverage  of  the  acoustical  changes. 
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Commissioner  Wilsey  suggested  that  Mr.  Pastreich  should  talk  to 
conductor  Donald  Runnicles,  who  seems  very  happy  with  the  sound  in 
that  auditorium.

Commissioner  Lisac  reported  on  local  gallery  interest  in  the 
possibility  of  installing  temporary  outdoor  sculptures  in  parks  and 
open  spaces. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  growing  number  of  galleries,  the 
galleries'  responsibility  to  insure,  install  and  remove  their 
temporarily  installed  works,  the  potential  for  vandalism,  and  the 
perception  by  some  galleries  that  a  temporary  installation  of  large 
works  would  be  a  good  business  decision.  President  Gatti  invited 
Commissioner  Lisac  to  pursue  the  issue  with  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 

On  the  issue  of  gift  acceptance.  President  Gatti  emphasized  that  the 
Commission  would  accept  gifts  only  under  the  condition  that  it  have  a 
say  on  where  the  donated  artwork  is  placed. 

Commissioner  Rascon  expressed  his  concern  about  the  quantity  of 
newspaper  vending  machines  on  San  Francisco  sidewalks.   President 
Gatti  said  that  he  has  been  working  with  DPW  on  a  design,  which  is 
being  done  by  JCDecaux  United  Street  Furniture.  The  Commissioners 
discussed  the  visual  disarray  caused  by  the  vending  machines,  First 
Amendment  rights,  the  obstacles  posed  by  special  interest  groups,  and 
policies  in  other  cities.

Commissioner  Martinez  was  contacted  by  speaker  phone  in  order  that  she 
could  participate  in  the  discussion  on  the  following  proposed  bond 
measure  regarding  appropriations  for  the  cultural  centers  and  other 
Commission  facilities.  Commissioner  Martinez  gave  the  background  on 
the  previous  1993  bond  measure,  which  lost  by  a  narrow  margin.   She 
explained  that  she  had  been  working  to  bring  the  Cultural  Centers  once 
again  before  the  voters  on  a  credible  bond  so  that  a  two-thirds  vote 
can  be  obtained.  She  said  that  the  Mayor  had  expressed  his  support  for 
a  bond  measure  for  the  cultural  centers. 

The  centers  include,  in  addition  to  the  present  four,  a  lesbian/gay 
Center  and  a  Native  American  center.  Commissioner  Martinez  also  said 
that  the  School  Board,  which  will  also  present  a  bond  on  June  6,  has 
expressed  its  willingness  to  work  with  the  Commission  on  a  coordinated 
campaign.  In  order  for  the  measure  to  go  before  the  voters  in  June 
1997,   the  language  must  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by 
December  16.  The  bond  report  from  1993  is  being  used  as  the  basis  for 
the  new  bond.   Commissioner  Martinez  also  said  that  the  plan  at 
present  was  to  go  forward  with  appropriations  for  the  existing  four 
cultural  centers.  She  said  that  facilities  for  the  other  two  centers 
had  not  yet  been  identified. 

The  Commissioners  also  discussed  funding  for  the  Gallery  and  the  Muni 
Substation. 

In  public  testimony,  Kola  Thomas,  executive  director  of  the  Center  for 
African  and  African  American  Arts  and  Culture,  said  that  retrofitting 
costs  for  all  cultural  centers  had  escalated  since  1993.  He  suggested 
that  discussions  on  upgrading  the  Muni  Substation  should  be  held  with 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  in  the  context  of  the  proposed  Jazz 
Preservation  District.  He  said  that  the  issue  of  how  the  money  would 
be  divided  between  the  different  facilities  needed  to  be  factored  in. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Commission  did  not  yet  have  enough 
information  to  establish  a  dollar  amount,  and  that  the  measure  before 
it  today  was  one  of  support. 

President  Gatti  said  the  Commission  would  need  a  serious  prospectus  on 
the  bond  measure  first.  He  said  it  was  also  necessary  to  identify  the 
source  of  funding  for  the  campaign. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Meyer,  Commissioner  Martinez 
said  that  the  bond  amount  was  based  on  the  level  of  the  previous  bond 
report  and  a  cost  of  living  increase. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  Mr.  Thomas  was  right  in  his  statement  that  the 
inflated  cost  for  the  five  Art  Commission  facilities  named  in  the  1993 
measure--the  four  cultural  centers  and  the  gallery--did  not  include 
the  two  new  cultural  centers. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Art  Commission  needed  to  collaborate  with 
Redevelopment  about  the  Turk-Fillmore  Muni  substation  and  the 
possibility  of  developing  it  into  a  facility  that  could  be  used  for 
the  community. 
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President  Gatti  said  that  the  Commission  could  vote  to  support  the 
measure  today  and  that  the  next  step  was  to  put  together  a  prospectus. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Kirk  about  bringing  the 
issue  of  appropriations  for  the  cultural  centers  before  the  public, 
Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  language  in  the  current  charter  provides 
additional  leverage  for  putting  a  bond  on  the  ballot.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  announced  the  resignation  of  Commissioner 
Martinez  and  thanked  her  for  her  service  to  the  Commission. 


City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco 


He  discussed  the  Commission  obligation  to  represent  all  the  arts 
in  San  Francisco  and  to  advocate  continuing  to  build  the  City  as 
a  significant  arts  community. 

He  reported  on  his  survey  of  Parisian  street  furniture  in 
November.  He  commented  on  the  style  of  the  Decaux  facilities  and 
cited  in  particular  the  street  signage,  park  benches,  trash  cans, 
Norman  Foster  kiosks,  and  Philippe  Starke  lampposts.  The 
lampposts  are  sculptures  as  well  as  light  fixtures. 
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He  announced  a  plan  to  install  similar  street  furniture  on  one  block 
of  Howard  Street  between  Third  and  Fourth  Streets.  The  furniture, 
which  JCDecaux  has  offered  to  donate,  would  consist  of  16  lampposts 
and  two  kiosks,  as  well  as  benches,  signage  and  trash  cans.  The  posts 
that  support  the  MUNI  wires  would  also  be  replaced  by  a  Philippe 
Starke  pole.   President  Gatti  will  take  steps  to  have  the  gift 
accepted  by  the  city.   The  goal  is  to  have  the  block  completed  in  time 
for  the  Mayors'  Conference  in  June. 

President  Gatti  reported  on  a  meeting  about  the  Gallery  Building  in 
the  Mayor's  Office.  The  Mayor  has  made  the  decision  that  the  Art 
Commission  will  retain  the  building.  The  Health  Department  will  place 
its  temporary  facilities  elsewhere,  possibly  in  the  Tenderloin  area, 
where  the  majority  of  those  its  clinic  serves  are  located. 

President  Gatti  announced  the  forthcoming  CAE  conference  on  art  and 
community  development,  scheduled  for  January  24.  He  expressed  his  hope 
that  all  Commissioners  would  participate. 

IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Rich  Newirth  reported  on  the  status  of 
the  bond  measure  regarding  appropriations  for  the  cultural  centers  and 
gallery.  It  will  be  considered  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Budget 
Committee  meeting  on  Wednesday,  January  15.  If  it  is  approved  in 
committee,  it  will  go  to  the  full  Board  the  following  Monday.  Since  a 
bond  measure  is  an  ordinance,  it  will  go  before  the  full  Board  twice. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  importance  of  testifying  at  the 
Committee  meeting.  They  also  discussed  the  potential  for  joining  the 
School  District  in  an  effective  target  campaign  in  June. 

Mr.  Newirth  will  distribute  the  bond  report  to  the  Commissioners. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  need  to  cut  across  community 
boundaries  in  campaigning  and  the  possibility  of  sharing  a  campaign 
consultant  with  the  School  District. 


Mr.  Newirth  clarified  that  Commissioners  are  free,  as  individuals,  to 
voice  their  reasons  for  supporting  an  issue  but  are  not  permitted  to 
advocate  in  their  official  capacity  as  Commissioners.  Also,  city 
employees  are  not  allowed  to  work  on  ballot  issues  during  regular 
working  hours. 

He  announced  that  the  Commission  will  hold  a  lottery  offering  poster 
space  on  Market  Street  kiosks  to  arts  organizations.  Two  organizations 
and  two  alternates  would  be  drawn  at  the  lottery,  which  will  be  at  the 
February  Commission  meeting.  The  organizations  will  assume  the  costs 
of  the  design  and  printing  of  their  projects.  Project  designs  will 
have  to  be  approved  at  the  staff  level. 
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He  distributed  copies  of  the  job  description  for  the  Curator  II 
position.  He  asked  the  Commissioners  to  inform  any   potential 
candidates  that  they  knew.  Application  deadline  will  be  in  early 
February. 

He  reported  that  Ulrich  Sacker,  former  director  of  the  Goethe 
Institut,  would  help  with  fundraising  for  the  1997  Music  Day. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  the  possibility  of  the  San  Francisco 
WritersCorps  program  assuming  the  responsibility  for  coordination  of 
the  national  program.  The  San  Francisco  program  may  be  used  as  a  model 
for  programs  in  other  cities. 

He  announced  the  recent  publication  of  two  positive  Chronicle 
articles,  a  feature  on  the  Adopt  a  Monument  program  and  a  book  review 
of  Cento  by  Susan  Schwartzenberg .  Several  donations  have  been  received 
as  a  result  of  the  Adopt  a  Monument  piece.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  commended  the  community  arts  and  education 
program  staff  on  the  success  of  the  recent  conference  on  the 
arts  and  community  development. 

He  reported  that  no  solution  had  been  reached  on  the  issue  of 
relocating  the  Bufano  sculpture. 

He  asked  the  Commission  to  demand  higher  standards  of  quality 
from  artists  and  architects,  both  in  committee  review  and  full 
Commission  approval,  in  order  to  acquire  the  best  buildings  and 
works  of  art  possible  for  San  Francisco.

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President  Gatti  said  that  San  Francisco  had  previously  been  a 
community  that  thought  in  grand  scale,  and  that  the  time  had  come  to 
demand  more  from  someone  if  a  proposal  was  not  good  enough.  He  cited 
the  impact  on  San  Francisco's  stature  as  an  international  city.  He 
emphasized  that  a  consistent  demand  for  the  absolute  best  was 
critical,  even  if  it  caused  the  process  to  take  longer. 

He  announced  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Finance  Committee  would 
discuss  the  proposed  public  information  position  at  its  next  meeting. 
He  asked  all  Commissioners  to  attend  if  possible. 

The  lottery  was  held  to  select  the  winning  arts  organizations  that 
would  receive  space  free  of  charge  on  the  Decaux  kiosks  for  two 
months.  President  Gatti  drew  the  two  winners  and  two  alternates. 
Winners  were  the  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Pride 
Celebration  Committee  and  American  Indian  Contemporary  Arts.  The 
alternates  were  Sukay  and  The  Lively  Foundation. 

IV.   SPECIAL  PRESENTATION 

Buck  Delventhal,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  delivered  a  presentation  on 
allowable  election  activities.  He  warned  that  it  was  illegal  to  use 
public  resources  to  influence  either  side  of  an  issue.  Such  resource^^ 
include  the  use  of  xerox  machines,  postage,  staff  time,  envelopes,  and 
other  supplies  and  services.  He  cited  the  potential  for  being  held 
personally  liable  for  a  $10,000  fine  for  illegal  contributions. 

He  said  that  it  was  allowable  for  a  Commissioner  or  staff  member  to 
engage  in  discussion  on  one's  own  time  and  use  one's  own  resources. 
Employees  may  campaign  only  when  they  are  off  duty,  and  no  pressure 
may  be  applied  to  ask  them  to  campaign  on  their  free  time.   He  warned 
of  the  possibility  that  informational  materials  could  be  judged 
"campaign"  materials  in  court.  He  said  that  open  meetings  with  people 
on  both  sides  of  an  issue  were  usually  safer  than  written  materials. 
Only  elected  representatives,  either  county  supervisors  or  members  o^ 
a  city  council,  may  make  written  recommendations  to  voters. 
Commissioners  may  communicate,  to  supervisors,  their  suggestions  for 
points  to  use  in  written  ballot  arguments.  Commissioners  may  submit 
their  own  ballot  arguments  but  must  use  their  own  money  and  may  not 
use  city  staff  for  typing  or  other  services.   In  response  to  a 
question  from  Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith,  Mr.  Delventhal  said  that 
it  was  not  a  violation  of  the  Brown  Act  for  several  Commissioners  to 
present  an  argument  jointly,  as  long  as  the  number  of  Commissioners 
was  not  enough  to  constitute  a  quorum.  Mr.  Delventhal  said  that,  in  a 
ballot  argument,  a  Commissioner  was  free  to  identify  himself  as  an  Art 
Commissioner  as  long  as  he  or  she  did  not  claim  to  represent  the 
Commission.  A  donation  from  a  Commissioner  as  an  individual  is 
allowable.  A  Commissioner  may  use  one's  own  employees  in  campaign 
activities  but  must  report  it  as  a  campaign  expenditure  under  the 
Political  Reform  Act.   For  further  questions  on  the  issue  of  political 
expenditures,  Mr.  Delventhal  referred  the  Commissioners  to  Clair 
Sylvia  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  554-4211. 
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In  response  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Newirth  about  the  feasibility  of 
educational  materials,  such  as  a  fact  sheet  or  a  newsletter,  for 
distribution  in  the  office  and  gallery,  Mr.  Delventhal  reiterated  the 
possibility  of  educational  materials  being  interpreted  as  campaign 
literature  if  the  other  side  is  not  represented.  He  said  that,  if  any 
written  educational  materials  were  planned,  he  would  want  to  work  very 
closely  with  Commissioners  and  staff  on  their  preparation. 

At  public  speaking  events,  a  Commissioner  or  staff  representative 
should  be  careful  to  give  only  the  facts.  A  person  also  has  more 
latitude  in  arguing  for  or  against  an  issue  if  he  or  she  has  been 
invited  by  another  organization  to  attend.  He  reiterated  the 
distinction  between  campaigning  in  an  official  capacity,  which  is  not 
allowable,  and  as  an  individual,  though  the  individual  may  identify 
oneself  as  a  Commissioner.  If  one  is  present  at  a  discussion  in  an 
official  capacity,  he  or  she  must  lay  out  the  facts  on  both  sides. 

Mr.  Delventhal  urged  Commissioners  to  call  him  if  they  had  any 
questions. 

V.    DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  also  commented  on  the 
success  of  the  CAE  conference  and  a  subsequent  satellite  forum  on 
education  and  training  for  community  artists.  He  announced  the  next 
and  final  satellite  forum,  scheduled  for  February  20,  in  which 
representatives  from  arts  organizations  and  the  financial  sector  will 
focus  on  reinvesting  in  the  community. 

He  announced  the  recent  application  for  three  more  years  of  funding 
for  WritersCorps. 

He  said  that  the  budget  submission  to  the  Mayor's  Office  was  due  on 
Friday,  February  21. 

He  reported  on  an  amendment  to  the  cultural  center  appropriations 
measure  that  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  It  provides  for 
an  additional  $4  million  for  a  Center  for  Asian  Pacific  American  Art 
and  Culture. 

He  announced  requests  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  two  supplemental 
appropriations,  one  for  the  Public  Information  Officer  position  and 
the  other  for  reparation  of  damage  to  the  Sun  Yat  Sen  monument. 

He  reported  Jesse  Sartain  of  the  American  Tasting  Institute  has 
expressed  interest  in  producing  a  fundraising  event  for  the  Buddha 
monument.  Mr.  Sartain  would  recruit  the  participation  of  10  to  20 
restaurant  chefs  for  the  event,  which  is  tentatively  scheduled  for 
October. 

Mr.  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  Music  Day.  He  said  that 
$20,000  has  already  been  committed  to  the  event.  He  and  Dr.  Ulrich 
Sacker  will  approach  other  potential  corporate  sponsors. 
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He  announced  a  forthcoming  meeting  with  Deputy  City  Attorney  Miriam 
Stombler  and  Asian  Art  Museum  Director  Emily  Sano  to  discuss  the 
Piazzoni  murals  and  their  protection  during  construction.  He  said  that 
legally  the  Art  Commission  has  no  purview.  If  the  murals  remain  in  the 
building,  they  will  be  identified  as  real  property  because  they  are 
attached  to  the  walls.  In  this  case,  they  will  be  within  the  purviev; 
of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Board  and  the  Landmarks  Board.  He  said  that 
the  Commission  has  been  careful  not  to  take  a  policy  position  in  order 
to  avoid  potential  conflict  with  another  agency.   In  response  to 
Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith's  reference  to  the  murals  as  a  rich 
ensemble  of  Italian  art,  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  any  Commissioner  could 
advocate  in  a  personal  capacity  by  testifying  at  an  Asian  Art  Museum 
Board  meeting,  writing  a  letter,  or  contacting  one's  peers  on  the 
Museiim  Board.  He  reiterated  the  staff  concern  about  potential  conflict 
between  two  arts  departments,  and  emphasized  the  Art  Commission's 
ongoing  effort  to  work  with  the  Museum  to  reach  a  mutually 
satisfactory  solution. 

He  called  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  most  recent  Metropolitan 
Transportation  Commission  publication,  which  featured  the  Promenade 
Ribbon  on  the  cover. 

He  announced  that  the  California  Arts  Council  will  meet  in  the  Art 
Commission  conference  room  on  February  25  to  hold  a  strategic  planning 
meeting. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  S.F.  Symphony  Executive  Director  Peter 
Pastriech's  proposal  for  the  1997  Summer  Music  Festival  was  still 
forthcoming.  The  Symphony  will  be  invited  to  the  next  Performing  Arts 
Committee  Meeting. 

President  Gatti  showed  the  Commissioners  the  model  of  the  Philippe 
Starck  light  fixtures,  to  be  installed  as  a  gift  from  JCDecaux  on  the 
Howard  Street  Block  between  Third  and  Fourth  streets.

He  thanked  Commissioner  Lisac  and  staff  members  Tonia  Macneil  and  Esther  Reyes  for  their 
contributions  to  the  successful  opening  of  the  watershed  exhibition. 

He  introduced  June  Gutfleisch,  aide  to  Supervisor  Bierman.  Ms.  Gutfleisch  informed  the  Commissioners 
of  legislation  the  Supervisor  was  introducing  for  the  purpose  of  generating  more  funds  for  programmatic 
and  operating  expenses  of  the  city-owned  cultural  centers,  to  be  implemented  over  a  three-year-period.

Commissioner  Rogers  called  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  an  upcoming  construction  project,  the 
Hallidie  Plaza  elevator.  He  emphasized  the  quality  of  the  design  and  materials. 

Vn.      OLD  BUSINESS 

Relocation  of  the  Statue  "Peace"  by  Beniamino  Bufano 

Bevan  Dufty,  Office  of  the  Mayor,  reviewed  the  background  on  selection  of  a  relocation  site  for  the 
statue  "Peace"  by  Beniamino  Bufano.  He  explained  that  the  Mayor's  Office  had  become  involved  because 
the  Brotherhood  Way  site  originally  selected  by  the  Commission  had  not  yet  received  the  required 
encroachment  permit  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Mr.  Dufty  distributed  a  letter  from  the  City  College 
of  San  Francisco  Academic  Senate  supporting  a  campus  site  for  the  work. 

June  Gutfleisch,  aide  to  Supervisor  Bierman,  expressed  the  Supervisor's  support  for  the  City  College  site. 
Jane  Sneed,  CCSF  Academic  Senate,  expressed  the  faculty's  enthusiasm  for  relocation  of  the  statue  to 
City  College. 

Civic  Collections  Manager  Debra  Lehane  showed  slides  of  the  Brotherhood  Way  site.  She  described  the 
extensive  search  that  had  been  conducted  for  an  alternate  site,  and  the  factors  that  had  been  taken  into 
consideration.  These  included  visibility,  traffic  patterns,  public  safety,  relationship  to  existing  planned 
architectural  and  natural  features,  park  or  area  users,  landscape  design,  existing  artwork  within  the 
proposed  site  vicinity,  environmental  concerns,  public  accessibility  to  the  work,  social  context, 
significance  to  the  proposed  site,  and  style  and  nature  of  the  work.  She  explained  that  the  site  on 
Brotherhood  Way,  a  well  traveled  minor  artery,  met  many  of  the  criteria.  Public  hearings  had  been  held, 
and  the  community  response  had  been  enthusiastic.  Ms.  Lehane  said  that  an  important  goal  of  the  arts 
element  of  the  City  master  plan  was  the  distribution  of  public  art  throughout  the  city. 

Ms.  Lehane  said  that  the  proposed  relocation  plans  had  been  routed  through  the  appropriate  City 
departments,  including  DPW  engineering,  Recreation  and  Park,  Planning,  and  Parking  and  Traffic.  It  was 
subsequently  learned  that  an  encroachment  permit  was  also  required  because  the  meadow  site,  formerly 
Stanley  Drive,  was  technically  still  a  public  right  of  way. 

In  public  testimony,  Stephen  Muncherian,  pastor.  Calvary  Armenian  Congregational  Church,  spoke  in 
support  of  the  Brotherhood  Way  site.  He  described  Brotherhood  way  as  an  international  street  with 
churches  of  many  different  faiths  that  drew  large  numbers  of  people  who  would  see  the  work.  Kevin 
Nguyen,  Senator  Kopp's  Office,  expressed  the  Senator's  strong  support  for  that  site.  Jane  Sneed,  CCSF, 
reiterated  the  support  by  that  institution  for  the  City  College  site.  In  response  to  a  question  from 
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Commissioner  Mirikitani,  Ms.  Sneed  said  that  the  CCSF  students  had  not  put  forth  a  resolution,  but  that 
students  were  represented  on  the  College's  Works  of  Art  Committee,  which  had  passed  the  resolution. 

President  Gatti  read  a  letter  from  the  St.  Gregory's  Armenian  Church  Board  in  support  of  the 
Brotherhood  Way  site.  Ms.  Lehane  read  a  written  statement  by  Erskine  Bufano,  nephew  of  the  artist, 
expressing  preference  for  that  site. 

President  Gatti  opened  Commission  discussion.  He  emphasized  that  the  Commission  role  was  to  evaluate 
the  importance,  caliber  and  meaning  of  the  piece,  and  the  appropriateness  of  a  site  for  that  work. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  comparative  advantages  of  the  Brotherhood  Way  and  City  College 
sites,  the  detailed  study  that  had  already  gone  into  the  selection  of  a  site,  and  the  fact  that  a  community 
had  already  been  told  that  the  work  would  be  relocated  to  their  neighborhood. 

President  Gatti  asked  for  a  motion  to  approve  relocation  to  one  of  the  sites.

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Mr.  Newirth  said  that  Cultural  Tourism  Initiative  advisory  committees  were  being  set  up  and  would 
gradually  begin  meeting  in  the  course  of  the  coming  two  to  three  months.  The  CAC  has  approved  the 
first  of  two  $35,000  commitments  for  the  project. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  a  hearing  on  the  Piazzoni  murals  would  be  held  the  next  day.  He  said  that 
the  Bufano  statue  "Peace"  would  also  be  installed  the  next  day  on  Brotherhood  Way. 

He  announced  that  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families,  which  previously 
committed  $100,000  in  support  for  WritersCorps  for  the  coming  year,  has  increased  that  commitment  to 
$150,000.  Appointments  with  other  potential  flinders  are  currently  being  set  up. 

He  reported  on  the  successful  opening  of  the  gallery  exhibition  SwitchStance  and  urged  Commissioners 
to  view  the  show  if  they  had  not  already  done  so. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  about  Consent  Calendar  item  V-8,  Mr. 
Newirth  asked  Jill  Manton  to  report  on  the  status  of  plans  for  art  enrichment  for  Civic  Center  Plaza.  Ms. 
Manton  reported  that  she  and  Nancy  Gonchar  had  attended  a  series  of  interagency  meetings  on  the 
design  process  for  that  project.  A  consensus  had  been  reached  that  it  would  save  time  to  hire  an  artist  at 
the  same  time  that  a  design  team  was  hired.  There  is  no  specific  program,  as  yet,  but  a  range  of 
possibilities  for  artist  involvement  have  been  discussed.  Possible  projects  include  a  historic  interpretive 
signage  project,  a  fountain  design  or  a  playground  design.  An  RFQ  for  artists  is  being  prepared  now. 
The  $15,000  fee  in  item  8  is  for  a  preliminary  design  fee  for  an  artist.  The  scope  of  the  project  and  the 
art  enrichment  will  depend  on  voter  passage  of  the  upcoming  bond.  Ms.  Gonchar  added  that  the  Civic 
Design  Committee  would  be  hearing  a  more  detailed  presentation  on  the  Civic  Center  Plaza  project  in 
either  August  or  September.

VI.       OLD  BUSINESS 

The  Piazzoni  Murals 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Mirikitani,  Mr.  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the 
background  and  status  of  the  Piazzoni  murals.  He  said  that  the  architect  has  presented  an  initial  design 
that  calls  for  the  removal  of  the  murals.  The  Asian  Art  Museum  Commission  has  not  made  a  formal 
decision  to  remove  the  murals,  but  it  has  given  its  preliminary  endorsement  of  the  design.  The  design 
will  then  be  presented  before  the  Landmarks  Board  and  the  Planning  Commission.  Mr.  Newirth 
explained  that  a  proposal  has  been  put  forth  that,  should  a  final  decision  to  remove  the  murals  be  made 
by  the  Asian  Art  Commission,  the  Art  Commission  would  be  involved  in  the  oversight  of  their  removal, 
storage  and  eventual  relocation.  The  decision  was  made  at  a  previous  Art  Commission  meeting  to  defer 
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the  decision  on  that  proposal  until  the  Asian  Art  Commission  had  actually  voted  for  removal  of  the 
murals.  The  Asian  Art  Commission  has  agreed  to  commit  $250,000  for  the  removal,  restoration,  storage 
and  relocation  of  the  murals.  Mr.  Newirth  suggested  that  this  sum  would  not  be  sufficient.  He  said  that 
an  assurance  from  the  Museum  that  it  would  bear  the  full  cost  would  be  needed. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  informed  the  Commission  that  the  architects  for  the  new  State  Building 
had  said  that  the  facility  would  not  be  a  potential  alternative  site  for  the  murals.  He  also  said  that  others 
have  expressed  their  intention  of  bringing  suit  against  the  city  if  there  is  an  attempt  to  relocate  the 
murals. 

Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  once  the  Old  Main  Library  building  was  transferred  to  the  Asian  Art 
Museum,  the  Museum  assumed  ownership  of  the  murals.  He  said  that  the  Art  Commission  has  the 
option  of  taking  an  advisory  position,  but  that  usually  a  Commission  is  asked  by  another  entity  to  take 
such  a  position.  In  this  case,  the  Art  Commission  has  been  asked  by  individuals  to  intervene. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  enormous  potential  cost  of  mural  storage  and  relocation  and  the  need 
to  verify  the  amount.  The  large  size  of  the  storage  facility  that  would  be  needed  was  also  brought  up. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  said  that  the  architects  had  not  changed  the  staircase  ensemble  in  their 
design.  The  design  calls  for  replacing  the  murals  with  windows  to  create  a  lighter  atmosphere. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  potential  for  division  of  opinion  on  the  murals  issue  within  the 
Commission.  They  also  discussed  the  advisability  of  a  proactive  versus  a  reactive  role. 

Commissioner  Meyer  suggested  that  a  cost  estimate  be  prepared  that  would  quantify  the  cost  for  the 
various  stages  of  removal,  restoration,  storage,  and  relocation.  He  suggested  that  the  estimate  be  done 
for  a  "worst  case  scenario"  that  would  assume  a  long  storage  period  and  relocation  to  a  distant  site.  He 
volunteered  to  work  on  the  estimate. 

Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the  removal  and  disposition  of  the  murals  would  have  to  be  financed 
privately,  rather  than  through  public  funds.  He  suggested  that  the  cost  might  convince  people  on  the 
inadvisability  of  removal.  He  said  that  Art  Commission  staff  would  continue  to  proceed  with 
discussions  on  the  matter.  He  added  that  no  agreement  had  been  reached,  though  one  was  on  the  table. 
He  suggested  that,  if  Commissioners  wanted  to  gather  other  information,  they  could  pursue  that  course 
as  individuals. 

Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the  legal  and  moral  responsibility  for  the  conservation  and  protection  of  the 
murals  lies  with  the  Asian  Art  Museum. 

Other  Old  Business 

Commissioner  Kirk  commented  on  Symphony  conductor  Michael  Tilson  Thomas's  interest  in  attracting 
a  diverse  audience  for  the  Summer  in  the  City  concerts.  He  thanked  the  Commissioners  and  staff  for 
their  participation  in  this  year's  series. 

Commissioner  Rascon  commented  on  the  successful  design,  with  its  integration  of  extraordinary  public 
art,  at  the  new  National  Airport  in  Washington,  D.C.  He  expressed  his  enthusiasm  for  the  future  San 
Francisco  International  Airport.

in.       PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  commented  on  the  correspondence  that  had  been  received  in  response  to 
the  coverage  of  Buster  Simpson's  proposed  foot  sculpture.  Citing  the  lack  of  information 
on  the  part  of  those  who  had  expressed  opposition  to  the  work,  he  emphasized  the  need  to 
educate  residents  on  the  allocation  of  funds  for  public  art,  San  Francisco's  public  art 
process  generally,  and  the  fact  that  such  funds  could  not  be  used  for  other  purposes.  He 
suggested  that,  if  San  Franciscans  were  exposed  to  highly  visible  sculpture,  this  would 
heighten  their  awareness  of  art  in  general.  He  expressed  his  concern  for  past  censorship 
of  certain  challenging  public  art  projects  in  San  Francisco.  He  said  that  San  Francisco 
was  a  leader  in  its  methods  of  handling  the  selection  process,  but  that  the  populations  of 
other  major  U.S.  cities,  such  as  New  York  and  Chicago,  were  more  enlightened  in  their 
approach  to  outdoor  public  sculpture.  He  also  said  that  those  cities  had  substantially  more 
funds  for  public  art.

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President  Gatti  introduced  and  welcomed  new  Commissioner  Denise  Roth. 

Ms.  Roth  said  that  she  is  in  the  film  industry  and  is  a  former  film  commissioner.  She  currently  works  for 
Media  Copy,  and  her  clients'  most  recent  projects  have  been  for  Warner  Brothers  and  MGM.  A  painter, 
she  has  a  strong  personal  interest  in  bringing  art  to  people  who  have  not  been  exposed  to  it. 

President  Gatti  announced  the  forthcoming  25^  anniversary  celebration  of  the  Street  Artists  Program  on 
Saturday,  September  20  at  Fisherman's  Wharf.  He  commended  the  Street  Artists  Program  Committee 
and  staff  for  their  hard  work  on  the  event.  He  urged  all  Commissioners  to  attend. 

IV.       DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  Cultural  Tourism 
Initiative.  He  said  that  the  project  has  expanded  dramatically  from  the  initial  idea  of  a  book  of 
itineraries  for  the  12  cultural  themes  in  the  three  California  cities.  In  addition,  an  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  Globe  Media,  whereby  a  32-page  travel  plaimer  including  excerpts  of  the  book  will  be 
inserted  in  numerous  travel  publications,  including  Travel  and  Leisure  and  several  trade  magazines. 
There  will  also  be  direct  mailings  to  American  Express  card  holders  and  a  website  including  all  of  the 
itineraries.  Mr.  Newirth  emphasized  the  American  Express  capability  of  targeting  mailings  and 
recording  transactions.  He  said  that  he  expected  the  printed  itineraries  to  be  available  in  March  1998. 

He  reported  on  a  productive  meeting  that  he  and  Jill  Manton  had  with  zoo  executives  about  the  zoo  bond 
measure  and  an  art  enrichment  program  for  the  upgraded  zoo.  He  also  reported  on  recent  meeting  about 
the  Turk  Fillmore  building  and  an  apparent  renewed  interest  in  the  building  on  the  part  of  the 
Redevelopment  Agency. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  that  the  line  item  legislation  for  cultural  center  programming  and  operations 
funding  has  been  fully  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He  said  that  the  hotel  tax  has  been 
restructured  to  provide  a  set  dollar  amount,  with  percentage  limits  on  the  amount  of  increases  and 
decreases  in  subsequent  years.  A  spending  plan  for  the  first  year  of  expenditures  is  yet  to  be  approved. 
Mr.  Newirth  will  be  meeting  with  someone  from  the  Mayor's  Office  about  this  topic  in  the  near  future. 

He  announced  that  a  new  CAE  program  assistant  Elizabeth  Chur  would  be  joining  the  staff  in  two 
weeks.  He  said  that  the  process  for  contracting  with  a  consultant  to  coordinate  the  Asian  Pacific  Islander 
Arts  Community  Development  Initiative  is  moving  forward. 

He  announced  that  the  Commissioners  would  hear  a  presentation  on  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  School  Board  plans  to  commit  substantial  funding  to  arts  education.  He  said 
that  meetings  would  be  held  to  discuss  ways  in  which  the  Board  and  the  Funders  Collaborative  could 
work  together  to  maximize  the  arts  education  efforts  of  each  without  duplication. 

He  announced  that  he  and  Judy  Moran  will  meet  with  DPW  in  regard  to  Joe  Mangrum's  tree-painting 
proposal. 

He  announced  the  openings  of  the  forthcoming  gallery  exhibition  Fahrenheit  451  and  new  exhibitions  on 
the  V^  and  4*^  floors  of  401  Van  Ness.  Fahrenheit  451  is  being  curated  by  gallery  assistant  Cheryl  Coon. 
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Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  Commissioner  Mirikitani  would  be  honored  at  the  Kearny  Street 
Workshop's  25^**  anniversary  dinner. 

He  announced  that  Public  Art  Program  Director  Jill  Manton  was  one  of  the  three  individual  managers 
throughout  the  City  to  receive  the  1997  Managerial  Excellence  Award  from  the  Municipal  Fiscal 
Advisory  Committee  to  the  Mayor.

He  commented  on  the  success  of  the  25*  anniversary  celebration  of  the  street  artists 
program  and  thanked  Howard  Lazar  and  program  chair  Emery  Rogers  for  their  efforts  in 
producing  the  fair. 

He  announced  the  appointments  to  the  1997  Nominating  Committee.  They  were  Janice 
Mirikitani,  Willis  Kirk,  and  Emery  Rogers.  He  appointed  Denise  Roth  to  the  Performing 
Arts  and  Community  Arts  and  Education  committees. 
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IV.       DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  informed  the  Commissioners  on  the  progress  of  the 
Cultural  Tourism  Initiative.  He  said  that  materials  would  be  published  the  following  year. 

He  announced  that  he  had  filled  in  for  the  mayor  to  address  a  panel  on  the  role  of  arts  in  business.  The 
purpose  of  the  panel  was  to  examine  how  government  interacted  with  business  in  different  areas. 

He  reported  that  he  and  Nancy  Gonchar  had  met  with  Dieta  Sixt,  new  director  of  the  Goethe-Institut,  to 
discuss  the  future  of  Making  Waves. 

He  announced  that  the  Commission  was  close  to  hiring  a  coordinator  for  the  Asian  Pacific  American 
Arts  Coalition  project. 

At  Mr.  Newirth' s  request,  Judy  Moran  announced  two  upcoming  performances  by  Project  Bandaloop, 
on  October  24  and  30,  as  well  as  a  lecture  by  the  artistic  director  on  October  29. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  three  monuments,  two  on  Market  Street  and  one  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  are 
currently  undergoing  protective  maintenance. 

He  announced  that  the  Juana  Briones  plaque  and  bench,  approved  by  the  Civic  Design  Review 
Committee,  had  been  dedicated  the  day  before.  He  said  that  a  copper  trellis  and  vines  would  cover  the 
back  of  the  bench  in  accord  with  Committee  recommendations. 

He  reported  on  a  recent  discussion  with  Supervisor  Katz  in  response  to  a  question  she  had  raised  about 
support  for  local  artists  in  the  Public  Art  Program.  The  supervisor  was  informed  of  the  stipulations  in 
the  Civic  Art  guidelines  on  this  subject.  A  formal  written  response  was  also  prepared.  The  response 
included  a  spreadsheet  demonstrating  that,  over  the  past  three  years,  84  percent  of  the  commissions  had 
been  to  local  artists.  Seventy-seven  percent  of  the  total  funds  had  been  spent  locally  for  these  projects.

VI.       SPECL^L  PRESENTATION 

City  Administrator  Bill  Lee  told  the  Commission  that  he  had  been  asked  to  assume  responsibility  for  the 
coordination  of  ADA  issues  for  all  city  departments.  He  emphasized  the  need  to  meet  federal,  state,  and 
local  accessibility  standards  on  the  part  of  all  departments. 

Paul  Imperiale,  Mayor's  Citywide  Disability  Coordinator,  said  that  one  goal  would  be  to  make  sure  that 
San  Francisco  art  works  were  on  the  cutting  edge  of  disability  access.  He  discussed  the  need  for 
program  access.  These  requirements  could  be  met  by  means  of  such  devices  as  braille  plaques  or  audio 
tapes.  Physical  access  requirements  could  be  complied  with  by  such  measures  as  making  sure  that  paths 
around  a  project  were  wide  enough,  that  no  significant  barriers  existed,  and  that  descriptions  were 
available  where  they  were  applicable.  Mr.  Imperiale  introduced  Deputy  Coordinator  Jose  Caedo,  who 
emphasized  the  importance  of  access  for  the  visually  impaired. 

Richard  Skaff,  DPW,  delivered  a  slide  presentation  on  issues  of  physical  access.  He  informed  the 
Commissioners  that  the  Art  Commission  staff  would  be  participating  in  a  co-training  program  on 
accessibility  issues.  He  discussed  the  importance  of  advance  planning  for  art  projects  so  that  artists 
would  be  aware  from  the  beginning  about  access  requirements.  He  discussed  the  interest,  on  the  part  of 
the  Art  Commission  and  the  City's  museums,  in  establishing  a  committee  that  could  develop  consistent 
standards  for  access  to  the  arts.  He  raised  the  possibility  of  establishing  specific  sections  for  audio  tapes 
in  the  Library  and  at  the  Lighthouse  for  the  Blind. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  and  Mr.  Newirth  thanked  the  presenters.  Mr.  Newirth  went  on  to 
describe  the  Art  Commission  staffs  proactive  stance  on  the  issue.  He  cited  as  an  example  the  current 
prospectus  for  the  Civic  Center  Historic  District  Improvement  Project,  which  emphasizes  the 
requirement  for  artists  to  pay  attention  to  programmatic  and  physical  access  issues.  He  expressed  the 
Art  Commission's  wish  to  develop  guidelines  that  could  be  used  nationwide  for  addressing  access  issues 
as  they  related  to  public  art. 
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Vn.      COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

1.  Civic  Design  Committee  -  Emery  Rogers,  Chair 

a.         Report  from  Chair  of  Civic  Design  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the 
Committee  and  the  Program 

In  public  comment,  community  members  Bob  Tibbitts  and  Arthur  Hanna 
expressed  their  objections  to  the  Juana  Briones  plaque  and  bench  installed  in 
Washington  Square  Park  on  the  grounds  that  its  large  size  was  inappropriate  for 
that  neighborhood  park.  Mr.  Hanna  also  said  that  the  structure  was  poorly  made 
and  would  deteriorate  quickly. 

Marianne  Babal,  Women's  Heritage  Museum,  said  that  many  people  who  were 
present  at  the  Sunday  afternoon  dedication  had  made  positive  comments.  She  also 
said  that  she  had  letters  of  support  for  the  project  from  the  North  Beach  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  Telegraph  Hill  Dwellers  and  Russian  Hill  Neighbors. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Tibbits,  President  Gatti  explained  that  all 
agendas  were  posted  at  least  72  hours  in  advance  of  a  Commission  or  Committee 
meeting  at  the  New  Main  Library  and  outside  the  Art  Commission  office. 

2.  Visual  Arts  Committee  -  Armando  Rascon,  Chair 

a.         Report  from  Chair  of  Visual  Arts  Committee  regarding  activities  of  the 
Committee  and  the  Program. 

Gallery  Director  Rupert  Jenkins  informed  the  Commissioners  about  strong 
negative  feedback  he  had  received  from  Supervisors  and  their  staff,  whose  offices 
are  on  the  third  floor  of  401  Van  Ness,  about  the  art  work  currently  on  exhibit 
along  their  corridor.  He  raised  the  possibility  of  taking  the  exhibition  down  in 
mid-November,  making  it  a  two-and-a-half-month  show  instead  of  a  four-month 
show  as  originally  scheduled.  He  expressed  concern  about  potential  impact  on  the 
gallery  and  public  art  programs  if  the  work  remained  on  the  third  floor  for  the  full 
four-month  duration.  Mr.  Newirth  commented  on  the  difference  between  an 
exhibition  in  a  gallery  and  one  that  is  part  of  an  office  environment.  He  suggested 
that  the  issue  provided  a  learning  experience  on  factors  to  be  considered  in 
curating  an  exhibition  for  a  work  environment. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  high  caliber  of  the  third-floor  corridor  works  on 
exhibit,  the  possibility  of  setting  a  precedent  if  the  exhibition  were  taken  down 
ahead  of  schedule,  the  Commission  obligation  to  make  high-quality  art  by 
reputable  artists  available  to  the  public,  the  need  to  present  provocative  work,  the 
possibility  of  establishing  a  special  corridor  for  controversial  work,  the  danger  of 
censoring  an  artist,  and  the  desirability  of  initiating  discussions  for  the  purpose  of 
education  about  the  art  and  what  it  represented.  It  was  suggested  that  it  would  be 
advisable  for  Commissioners  to  be  present  at  any  such  educational  sessions.

Mr.  Jenkins  suggested  that  booking  the  exhibition  for  an  entire  four  months  had 
been  unnecessary,  and  that  a  period  of  two  and  a  half  months  was  an  ample  one 
for  allowing  the  artist's  works  to  be  viewed  by  supporters,  curators  and  the  public. 
Mr.  Newirth  suggested  that  all  those  with  offices  on  the  third  floor  be  polled,  and 
that  the  artist  be  involved  in  the  dialog.  Mr.  Jenkins  said  that,  if  the  prevalent 
opinion  on  that  floor  was  that  the  exhibition  created  an  uncomfortable  work 
environment,  other  work  was  available  to  install  in  its  place  after  mid-November. 
Mr.  Jenkins  said  that  he  would  be  meeting  with  City  Hall  representatives  on 
Wednesday  evening,  the  8^.  A  lunchtime  discussion  with  the  artist  has  been 
scheduled  for  Thursday,  October  30. 

Commissioner  Meyer  said  that  it  seemed  to  be  the  consensus  of  the  Commission 
that  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  meet  with  the  supervisors  and  their  staff  about  the 
exhibition  and  its  artistic  intent.

Meeting  of  06  October ,  1997. 

m.    PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  discussed  a  proposal  to  place  a  sculptured  "Peace"  symbol  by  local  artist  Tony 
Labat  at  the  Golden  Gate  Panhandle  on  Masonic  between  Oak  and  Fell.  The  work  will  be 
approximately  18  to  20  feet  high.  A  group  of  interested  citizens  are  currently  raising  the  money 
to  purchase  the  sculpture  as  a  gift  to  the  city.  The  basic  concept  of  the  work  will  be  similar  to 
the  circular  peace  symbol  with  the  inverted,  slightly  rotated  "y."  President  Gatti  said  that  the 
work  would  commemorate  a  vital  era  of  San  Francisco  history. 

President  Gatti  turned  the  meeting  over  to  Commissioner  Rascon,  who  announced  his 
resignation  from  the  Commission  in  order  to  devote  necessary  time  to  his  art  and  community 
pursuits.  He  expressed  his  appreciation  to  his  fellow  Commissioners  and  the  staff. 
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IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  planning  process  for  WritersCorps,  which  is 
expected  to  be  completed  by  January  1998. 

He  described  the  successful  Project  Bandaloop  performances  and  thanked  curator  Judy  Moran  for  her 
work  on  the  project. 

He  announced  that  program  review  for  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  categories  Cultural  Equity  Initiatives 
and  Organization  Project  Grants  was  under  way.  Two  Advisory  Committee  meetings  and  six  public 
meetings  have  been  held. 

He  said  that  five  finalists  have  been  selected  by  the  panel  as  potential  artists  to  work  with  the  planners 
for  the  Civic  Center  Project.  A  design  team  will  be  selected  next  week.  The  Airport  art  projects  are 
moving  forward,  and  some  will  be  presented  at  the  next  Airport  Commission  meeting. 

He  reported  on  the  successfiil  S.F.  Symphony  chamber  music  concert  at  the  Chinese  Cultural  Center. 

He  announced  that  all  cultural  centers  would  be  establishing  community  advisory  boards  as  required  by 
the  new  line-item  legislation  allocating  funding  for  cultural  center  programming  and  facilities. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  Cultural  Tourism  Initiative.  He  said  that  he  would  be  attending  a 
meeting  the  following  week  to  review  materials  for  the  final  printed  itineraries.

m.    PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


President  Gatti  opened  discussion  on  the  subject  of  Art  Commission  policies  for 
commissioning  works  of  public  art  and  accepting  gifts  of  art  to  the  city.  He  summarized  the  art 
enrichment  program,  whereby  two  percent  of  the  overall  construction  budget  for  a  new 
building  project  is  designated  for  public  art.  He  described  the  competition,  panel  selection  and 
committee  review  processes  for  that  program  and  the  Commission  goal  of  commissioning  art 
that  represents  the  city  as  a  whole.  He  also  described  the  procedures  for  accepting  a  gift, 
including  the  visual  art  committee  review  and  the  requirement  for  an  endowment  for 
installation  and  maintenance. 

Jill  Manton  described  the  public  art  commitment  to  community  outreach  and  involvement.

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The  Commissioners  discussed  the  current  procedures  for  noticing  meetings,  the  possibility  of  extending 
outreach  for  various  projects,  and  the  impact  of  a  proposed  ordinance  to  be  considered  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Gatti  discussed  the  newly  established  non-profit  "The  San  Francisco  Fund  for  Public 
Sculpture,"  the  history  of  the  organization's  proposal  to  commission  a  new  work  by  Tony  Labat  as  a  gift 
to  the  city,  the  input  that  had  been  obtained  from  numerous  art  experts  on  the  artist  and  the  idea,  and  the 
long-lasting  dialog  that  could  be  generated  by  challenging  art.  He  also  reported  that  San  Francisco  was 
the  only  major  U.S.  City  that  did  not  have  a  line  item  in  its  budget  for  public  art.  He  spoke  of  the  need  to 
be  progressive,  and  the  artistic  greatness  that  had  originated  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  need  for  more  education  of  the  community  and  other  entities,  the 
distinction  between  an  artistic  creation  and  the  subject  matter,  the  need  for  the  Commissioners  to  receive 
advance  information  about  potential  controversy,  and  the  way  in  which  a  responsible  process  allows 
everyone  to  gain  from  differing  views.  It  was  also  suggested  that  much  of  the  opposition  to  the 
proposed  sculpture  by  Tony  Labat  was  in  fact  opposition  to  the  plan  to  locate  it  in  Golden  Gate  Park, 
and  that  the  Parks  Task  Force  could  serve  as  an  appropriate  forum  for  dialogue  on  the  issue  of  sculptures 
in  the  park.

In  reference  to  the  following  item,  the  Commissioners  discussed  the  importance  of  the  Art  Commission 
to  the  arts  community  and  the  city  as  a  whole.  They  discussed  the  desirability  of  drafting  a  letter  to  the 
Supervisors  that  stressed  the  Art  Commission's  role  as  set  forth  in  the  City  Charter. 

In  public  comment.  Kola  Thomas,  Executive  Director  of  the  Center  for  Afiican  and  Afiican  American 
Art  and  Culture,  urged  the  7\rt  Commission  to  enter  the  political  spectrum  and  to  draw  on  its 
constituency  for  assistance  with  community  education  and  advocacy. 

k.         RESOLUTION  NO.  1202-97-438:  Motion  to  approve  letter  to  the  Mayor  regarding  Supervisor 
Yaki's  resolution  about  the  Tony  Labat  peace  sculpture  and  public  art  selection  process. 
ADOPTED 
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3.  Community  Arts  and  Education  -  Willis  Kirk,  Chair 

a.  Report  from  Chair  of  Community  Arts  and  Education  regarding  activities  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Program. 

In  reference  to  the  following  item,  Liz  Lerma  explained  that  the  revision  was  a  reallocation  of  $25,000 
from  light/heat/power  to  other  facility  operations. 

b.  RESOLUTION  NO.  1202-97-439:  Motion  to  approve  the  revised  1997-1998  Operations  and 
Programming  Budget  implementing  the  Hotel  Tax  Reallocation  Legislation.  ADOPTED 

In  reference  to  items  3-c  and  d,  Ms.  Lerma  explained  that  item  3-c  dealt  with 

funding  that  the  Art  Commission  was  ready  to  grant  to  the  cultural  centers,  and  that  3-d  concerned  the 

new  cultural  centers. 

In  reference  to  item  3-c,  Ms.  Lerma  said  that  a  line  item  Other  Maintenance  Supplies,  $6,250,  was  being 
added  for  each  cultural  center. 

On  the  subject  of  the  new  cultural  centers,  Ms.  Lerma  explained  that  a  collaborative  programming  plan 
had  been  established  as  a  way  for  the  Art  Commission  and  the  existing  cultural  centers  to  help  with  the 
development  of  the  new  cultural  centers.  She  described  plans  for  the  new  cultural  centers  to  develop 
grant  proposals  and  the  timeline  for  CAE  committee  approval  of  the  proposals. 

In  public  comment,  Jeff  Jones,  Gay/Lesbian  Cultural  Center,  said  that  proposals  had  already  been 
prepared  and  submitted,  and  that  the  Art  Commission  had  not  responded. 

Ms.  Lerma  explained  that  the  proposals  had  been  e-mailed,  and  that  she  did  not  yet  have  the  technical 
ability  to  receive  e-mailed  proposals.  She  also  said  that  guidelines  had  been  established  by  the  CAE 
committee,  whereby  three  separate  proposals  would  be  submitted  for  up  to  $35,000  each,  or  one-third  of 
the  $105,000  flinding  designated  for  the  new  cultural  centers. 

Mr.  Jones  expressed  concern  about  the  time  frame  because  of  a  condition  that  the  money  be  spent  by  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Ms.  Lerma  responded  that  the  guidelines  specified  that  projects  must  be  started  within  the  fiscal  year. 

In  reference  to  item  3-c,  Commissioner  Lisac  raised  the  issue  of  accountability  and  the  fact  that  a 
process  was  in  place  that  would  enable  the  Commission  and  cultural  centers  to  work  things  out  even  if  a 
center  was  undergoing  internal  problems. 

Ms.  Lerma  added  that  the  reimbursement  process  helped  to  ensure  accountability. 

On  the  subject  of  collaborative  programming,  Mr.  Thomas  said  that  separate  RFPs  could  defeat  that  type 
of  programming.  He  said  that  the  $105,000  would  have  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
and  that  future  fiinding  would  depend  on  performance  this  year.  He  requested  that  the  interim  agreement 
be  extended  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 
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Jack  Davis,  Executive  Director,  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center,  commented  on  the  cash  flow  needs  of 
the  cultural  centers,  and  the  need  to  move  funds  in  a  timely  manner  in  order  to  maintain  quality 
programming. 

Ms.  Lerma  said  the  reason  for  the  delay  in  cash  flow  was  that  final  reports  from  the  cultural  centers, 
which  were  required  before  further  grant  money  could  be  released,  had  not  been  submitted  on  time. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Mirikitani  on  whether  he  had  collaborated  with  the  other 
cultural  centers  on  his  proposal,  Mr.  Jones  said  that  he  had  worked  with  all  seven  centers,  existing  and 
new. 

Commissioner  Lisac  said  that,  because  of  organizational  changes  within  the  Native  American 
community,  the  Native  American  cultural  center  had  not  had  a  chance  to  review  the  proposal  by  Mr. 
Jones. 

The  CAE  committee  members  agreed  to  meet  after  the  adjournment  of  the  present  meeting  to  consider 
scheduling  a  special  committee  meeting  in  order  to  consider  proposals.
